FEW BELIEVERS IN CHINA 

A former German missionary to China, Gerda Buega, recently returned from 
a tour of that Red-dominated country, reported that “one has to search for 
churches and Christians with a microscope” in most Chinese towns. 

In contrast, however, the church is still comparatively active in Shanghai, 
she declared, even though only 20 now operate as compared with 200 before 
the Communists came into power. 

A minister told her that all pastors in the city now meet regularly and 
denominational differences no longer matter. In one church three services 
are held each Sunday, attended by about 300 persons each.

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THE DON MOTT STORY 


An editorial in the Orlando (Fla.) 
Sentinel recently told the success 
story of insurance executive Don 
Mott.

Israel in the thousands so as to live 
a full Jewish life.” A_ resolution 
adopted by the group at its 25th con- 
gress added that Israel’s rapid devel- 
opment has led to a manpower short- 
age. It said the Zionist organization 
and Israel should help Jews who want 
to emigrate to Israel and singled out 
the need to organize the emigration 
of North African Jewry and their set- 
tlement in Israel. 


San Jose—The Latin American Evan- 
gelist, official organ of the Latin 
America Mission, has begun its 40th 
year of publication with a new and 
larger format. 


Tokyo—The Japan Baptist Convention 
has erected a $50,000 student center, 
located near four universities and 
aimed at acquainting students with 
Christianity. Bible studies, music 
classes, lectures and recreational fa- 
cilities will be included. 


Cairo—Published here in February 
was “The Apocryphon of John,” a 
fourth century Coptic manuscript al- 
legedly containing Jesus’ sayings to 
his “favorite disciple.” Translators 
say it is one of the most important 
apocryphal texts, containing quota- 
tions that “are not according to the 
sayings of the New Testament.” 


Tokyo—The Japanese government re- 
cently granted the Pacific Broadcast- 
ing Association recognition as a non- 
profit, property-holding corporation 
in the public interest. This is the first 
time in Japan that such recognition 
has been given an organization pro- 
mulgating the gospel primarily by 
radio.

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The Real Easter 

To a great many, Easter is a day to be observed by 
turning out in new clothes, making a somewhat unaccus- 
tomed visit to a church and participating in some way in 
the so-called Easter parade. Such a travesty shows not 
only the individual’s basic lack of understanding but also 
his carnal nature. 

Others may go a little deeper. While sharing in the un- 
seemly observance described above, they have come to 
realize that Easter relates to resurrection. They know that 
the day is supposed to mark the fact that Christ arose. 
But they are hazy about the matter. So they look for 
“analogies”: the blooming of a flower and the coming of 
spring—pausing to contemplate the contrast between the 
ugly and the beautiful, between death and life. 

Others, thank God, go deeper. The wonderful reality 
of Christ’s resurrection is not a hazy idea, it is not a 
shibboleth which is recited with quivers of emotion, it is 
a basic fact. It is the bedrock foundation of the historic 
Christian faith. It proves beyond any question the 
validity of Christ’s death as the expiation for man’s sin. 

Perhaps a correlative truth is also real: He is alive now. 
By His Spirit He is with me; He is in me. Along with 
this, perhaps, is the recognition that He is coming again, 
and that His coming means the resurrection, translation, 
and glorification of those who trust in Him. 

Alas, all too many are willing to rest the matter here. 
Wonderful is the truth that He arose, that His blood 
atones, that He lives, and that He is coming again. We do 
not minimize these facts. They are fundamental. But they 
are not the only truths which Easter articulates. What of 
the Saviour’s lordship (Rom. 14:9)? What of our union 
with Him in death and resurrection (Rom. 6: 4-7) ? 

For many of us, this Easter could be the entrance into 
a new life, if we would recognize the implications of His 
lordship and if we truly believed the truth of our iden- 
tification with Him. Walking in newness of life (Rom. 
6:4) is not simply beautiful language; it can be real, 
solid, daily experience. 

Don't let this Easter be a celebration that touches only 
the periphery of spiritual reality for you. Long for more 
from God. Meditate on all the truths the Word of God 
makes part of the resurrection message. Pray earnestly. 
This Easter can be different. 


We Need No Better Reasons 

Most of us do it. And, from one viewpoint, the prac- 
tice has something to say to us and must be acknowledged 
as quite legitimate. But reflection will show it to be a 
rather low standard of promoting Christian dedication 
and service. What is it? The finding of motivation and 
incentive in competition—with friend or foe. 

Sober thought probably will convince all of us that 
rivalry is hardly the basis for Christian living. However, 
practical considerations make us acknowledge that com- 
petition is productive: it seems as though it is the only 
way to get some people to do what they should do. But it 
must fall short. It always results in comparing ourselves 
with ourselves, instead of facing God’s standard. It has 
the evil potentiality of producing jealousy and bitterness. 
It fosters selfish considerations which feed on winning 
over a rival. 

Now we are not so ethereal as to be of no earthly good. 
Up to a point we can go along. We understand, in fact we 
have used the same device, that Christians had better be 
as devoted, indeed more devoted to their Lord, their Text-

book, and their faith than the Communists are to theirs. 
Mere survival is to some extent involved. But we could 
hope—for ourselves as well as our brethren in Christ— 
that love for the Lord Jesus, dedication to His Word, and 
a recognition of the truth of our faith would compel us, 
would drive us to that consecration and discipleship 
which would overwhelm every obstacle and would make 
other devotions appear to be second or third rate. The 
highest motivation, and the only one free from defects 
and the only one sufficient in every circumstance, is the 
glory of God. There is no substitute for love for Him who 
first loved us and gave Himself for us. Actions which 
spring from this source will cause us to outstrip all so- 
called competition even without comparing ourselves 
with it. 


Catering to the "Mature Mind" 

A headline informs us that Hollywood producers are 
looking ahead to more of what they choose to call “mature 
movies.” Eric Johnston, head of the Association of Motion 
Picture Producers, is quoted as saying, “We are now in 
an era of selectivity—selectivity by producers and selec- 
tivity by audiences. [This leaves us speechless.] The 
motion picture public has shown that it does not want 
patterned mediocrity, nor routine films ground out for 
the so-called mass mind. It wants invigorating, stimulat- 
ing and challenging entertainment in motion pictures.” 

Nothing is said in the statement relative to recent criti- 
cism from church groups and others concerned with pub- 
lic morality about use of themes such as dope, adultery 
and prostitution. 

One does not need to have had more than an occasional 
glance at the movie page in the daily newspaper and an 
occasional movie review to understand this announce- 
ment perfectly. There will be exceptions, but Hollywood, 
hard pressed by competition from TV, is staking its 
financial life on the age-old formula that sin always 
attracts attention. The package will be “sophisticated,” 
but the contents will be the same—the lust of the flesh, 
the lust of the eyes and the pride of life, with emphasis 
on the sensual. Such productions are calculated to appeal 
to the “mature” mind which “being past feeling” (Eph. 
4:19) and wholesome satisfactions derives vicarious 
pleasure from the various sins that the movie industry 
can contrive and screen. 

Thank God for those who are not sophisticated, who 
genuinely abhor that which is evil. Hollywood’s preoccu- 
pation with developing the “mature mind” is being fol- 
lowed at the cost of greater ungodliness in our nation, 
greater insensitiveness to every kind of sin and—in- 
evitably—increasing immorality and crime. Those who 
understand these things will realize what Hollywood does 
not—that in the long run it is destroying the very public 
on which it feeds. 


The Emmaus Discovery 

Every Christian urgently needs an experience such as 
that of the two disciples who walked to Emmaus only a 
few hours after the discovery of the empty tomb (See 
Luke 24:13-35). These men began the day in discourage- 
ment, but ended it by hurrying back the same evening 
with the joyous word that they had seen the Lord. 

“Did not our heart burn within us, while he talked with 
us by the way, and while he opened to us the scriptures?” 
they exclaimed as they compared notes afterwards. Surely 
after this they were never able to forget that Christ was 
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risen indeed, that He was carrying on His purposes, that 
He was still concerned for them and keenly aware of their 
particular needs. 

Though it is not yet our privilege to see Him, most 
certainly it is God’s will that we should know His pres- 
ence. “I will not leave you comfortless,” He told His dis- 
ciples. “I will come to you... He that hath my command- 
ments, and keepeth them, he it is that loveth me: and he 
that loveth me shall be loved of my Father, and I will love 
him, and will manifest myself to him” (John 14:18, 21). 

It is of this very need of knowing His presence that our 
Lord speaks in His letter to the Church of Laodicea which 
we believe is particularly applicable to believers of this 
age: “Behold, I stand at the door, and knock: if any man 
hear my voice, and open the door, I will come in to him, 
and will sup with him, and he with me” (Rev. 3:20). 

From such fellowship, and only from it, comes the 
peace, joy, power for service and fruitfulness we so 
urgently need both for ourselves and for the lost and 
dying world about us. 


What the Polls Prove 

One of the cherished but indefensible assumptions 
especially common in our country is the notion that 
someway, somehow the majority of people are always 
right. One man may be dead wrong or even a minority, 
but if the weight of opinion lies in a given direction, it 
must be right. 

Of course this simply isn’t so. A public opinion poll in 
Noah’s day would have stopped the building of the ark. 
Majority votes would certainly have kept Abram at 
home in Ur and led to the extinction of Israel as a dwin- 
dling band of slaves in Egypt. The list of illustrations is 
endless, not only from the Bible but from secular history 
as well. 

Yet every now and then the public is presented, a little 
breathlessly we often think, with surveys disclosing how 
many believe in God or the coming of Christ or life after 
death. 

Such findings are often useful—provided we keep in 
mind that such polls measure people, not Bible truth itself. 

A survey of liberal arts and science students at City 
College of New York, for example, discloses that 45 per 
cent do not believe in God. Only 32 per cent of another 
student group believe that there is life after death. 

This is a tragic reflection of our need, but it is cer- 


tainly no reflection on the trustworthiness of our faith. 

Do such opinions—or others like them—shake the 
foundations of God or alter by a hairsbreadth the work- 
ings of His power? The question scarcely needs an answer. 
“Let God be true, but every man a liar” (Rom. 3:4). The 
sun shines just as brightly above the blind as above men 
who see. Such polls may show the measure of man’s 
apprehension of God’s Truth; they cannot throw a shadow 
on the Truth itself. 


Truth and Error 

An archaeological excavation in Jordan has uncovered 
more evidence supporting the historicity of the biblical 
record. The excavation was carried on by a group of 
American scholars under the direction of Prof. G. Ernest 
Wright, noted archaeologist, of the Harvard Divinity 
School. The account of the discoveries, carried in a re- 
cent New York Times dispatch, related the findings with 
the story written in the Book of Judges, chapter 9, 
wherein is recorded Abimelech’s storming of the ancient 
city of Shechem and his subsequent destruction of that 
city and its tower. 

At no point is the biblical record disputed. One could 
lay his Bible down alongside this newspaper account and 
find no argument anywhere with the inspired Word. In- 
deed, the purpose of the expedition, according to the dis- 
patch, was “the same as that of other archaeological 
projects in the Holy Land—to relate biblical history to 
known events in ancient history”—in this case, the twelfth 
century, B.C. 

Two thoughts come to mind. One is that sooner or 
later false teaching runs squarely up against the hard 
fact, which refuses to budge no matter how violently it 
is assaulted. 

In contrast, only truth stands up under the searching 
scrutiny of unprejudiced investigation. The words of 
Bryant are worth remembering: in this regard: 


Truth, crushed to earth, shall rise again; 
The eternal years of God are hers; 

But Error, wounded, writhes in pain, 
And dies among his worshipers. 


The truth of the Bible is not dependent, of course on 
archaeological findings. Yet it is comforting and even 
exciting to see Bible history so clearly affirmed. 
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other 
countries today true faith in 
Christ often costs dearly.

: rection appearances, the 
call would have witnessed the 
greatest publicity extravaganza of all 
time. 

Think of what a modern public re- 
lations man might have done. He 
could have had the risen Saviour ap- 
pear again before Caiaphas and Herod 
and Pilate. He could have had Him 
preach in Jerusalem. And imagine if 
you can, had our Lord risen in this 
era, what would happen if He ap- 
peared on television! 

But our Lord revealed Himself only 
to His own. A present day publicity 
expert could only have lamented the 
failure to dazzle the world with the 
wonder of it—the crucified Saviour 
rising from the dead, entering doors 
without opening them, in a body inde- 
pendent of all natural limitations! 
Wouldn’t it have accomplished in an 
instant what we have labored for 
centuries to prove? The world doesn’t 
believe it yet; wouldn’t a dramatic 
public appearance have established it 
from the start? That is the reasoning 
of the natural man. 

Even before His death our Lord 
would have been the despair of all 
high pressure image-makers. His 
brothers advised Him to go up to 
Jerusalem: “If thou do these things,” 
they said, show thyself to the world.” 
He never could “put himself over” 
from Galilee! Their counsel is the 
counsel of this age, and it springs from 
unbelief: “For neither did His breth- 
ren believe in Him.” 

Our Lord’s reply stands for all time: 
“My time is not yet come: but your 
time is alway ready. The world cannot 
hate you; but me it hateth, because I 
testify of it, that the works thereof are 
evil.” He did go up to Jerusalem later, 
“but as it were in secret.” 

This cuts sharply against the grain 
today. We are so geared to ballyhoo 
that the way our Lord handled His 
publicity is incomprehensible. Such a 
pattern does not make sense to today’s 
hidden persuaders. It never has made

sense to this world, and it never will. 


+ OF couRSE we do not mean that we 
are not to use every decent modern 
means to get the gospel out. The 
gospel is not a secret to be hidden but 
a story to be heralded—to as many 
people as possible as soon as possible. 
But we must never forget that there is 
a very real sense in which we are a 
secret society in a blatant noisy world. 

Something has been confided to us 
and not shouted to all men. Something 
has been revealed to a few and. not 
demonstrated to the many. Something 
has been shared with the family and 
not published to all the neighbors. Our 
risen Lord appeared only to His own. 
He confided the greatest news ever to 
break on earth only to His own. He 
commanded only His own to go out 
and tell it. 

A motley crowd saw Him die. His 
enemies watched that tortured body 
writhe on the tree. But they never 
saw Him when He returned resur- 
rected. When Paul called the roll of 
the favored witnesses (I Cor. 15) there 
wasn’t an unbeliever on it. 

The season we call Easter is—like 
Christmas—so entangled in paganism 
and so vulgarized by commercialism 
that it is almost a hopeless task to 
separate the precious from the vile. 
Preachments from secular writers 
turned religious over Easter would be 
amusing if they were not to pitiful. 
The clumsy efforts of unregenerated 
men to interpret the resurrection are 
embarrassing. 

But what else could one expect? 
The natural man cannot receive these 
things; they are foolishness to him. 
Even some preachers never miss the 
mark more widely than when they get 
going on immortality and survival of 
personality with no word about the 
resurrection of the body. The pro- 
fessing church has gathered such a 
miscellaneous aggregation of the un- 
initiated that more and more Easter in 
Suburbia becomes as painful a 
travesty as we are likely to witness in 
the entire year. 

Back of this lies the fact: the resur- 
rection is at the same time both the 











secret of a relative few and news for 
everybody. Our risen Lord could 
have visited Rome and Athens and 
Alexandria and demonstrated His re- 
turn from the dead, yet He revealed 
Himself only to a few disciples. As a 
visible manifestation it was limited; as 
a spiritual experience it is open to all 
who will trust Jesus Christ as Saviour 
and confess Him as Lord. 

When we are born again by the 
Holy Spirit we are buried with Him 
into death and raised to walk in new- 
ness of life. We died with Him; we 
live with Him. His resurrection was 
not an isolated event in history; we 
can enter into the experience of it in 
identification with our Lord. In that 
sense it is the secret of a relative few. 
This is the fellowship of true believers. 
Millions of run-of-the-mill church 
members may observe the Easter sea- 
son, but only the born-again share the 
secret. Today, as long ago, our risen 
Lord reveals Himself only to His own. 


+ Nor only may we enter into the 
experience of the resurrection; we can 
live in the power of it. The Christian 
life is a supernatural life in this nat- 
ural world, lived by the Spirit who 
raised Christ from the dead. 

Here again we have a secret. The 
world cannot understand it. Trying 
to explain this life to unregenerated 
men is casting pearls before swine, to 
use our Saviour’s own words. One 
might as well try to describe a sunset 
to a blind man, play music to a deaf 
man, reason with a dead man. 

Trying to teach nuclear physics to a 
monument in a city park is no more 
hopeless than trying to reveal the 
Spirit-filled life to a man in his sins. 
Being a Ph.D. does not help him here. 
In this realm it means only “Phenom- 
enal Dud” until his mind is illumi- 
nated by the Spirit. There is no use 
in trying to teach calculus to those 
who have not even had their arith- 
metic. Even the simplest spiritual 
lessons are not learned by the head 
but experienced in the heart. We be- 
gin with the B.A. degree—born again. 

Yet even the born again may not 
make progress in living the resur- 
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rection life. So many remain babes 
on milk when they should grow up. 
But there is such a life and it can be 
lived in this present world, as we 
reckon ourselves dead unto sin but 
alive unto God. Being risen with 
Christ we seek those things which are 
above. We are dead and our life is 
hid with Christ in God. 

Here again is a blessed secret, this 
hidden life, secure in God in a day 
when men can find no hiding place 
down here. But we are also alive 
unto God, and we are not to be hermits 
or a band of secluded mystics merely 
enjoying each other’s company. This 
life is lived out where cross the 
crowded ways of men. Yet we share 
a mystery that only the initiated can 
appreciate. 


+ We can enter into the experience 
of the resurrection and we can live in 
the power of it. But more than that, 
we can anticipate the complete ful- 
filment of it. We are still in these 
mortal bodies. But He is the first- 
fruits of them that sleep, and His 
resurrection guarantees that our 
bodies shall be raised and made like 
unto His glorious body. It doth not 
yet appear what we shall be, but we 
shall be like Him. His was a battered 
and bruised body—perhaps scarcely 
recognizable when they laid it in the 
tomb. But soon He appeared in a 
new body, to the amazement of that 
favored band of witnesses. 

We have seen loved ones laid away, 
bodies so ravaged by pain and disease 
that they too were little like the 
precious forms we once had known. 
How precious is the prospect of new 
bodies beyond the reach of time and 
decay! 

Some of us are getting old and our 
physical paraphernalia is showing the 
wear and tear. Every time we look 
into a mirror it certainly doth not yet 
appear what we shall be! We are not 
interested in mere survival of per- 
sonality. We do not thrill at the 
prospect of being glorified ghosts. We 
are not destined to be disembodied 
wraiths. But we anticipate the res- 
urrection of the body and rejoice now

+ Now Att of this resurrection truth 
—entering into the experience of it, 
living in the power of it and anticipat- 
ing the complete fulfilment of it—is 
the secret of our Lord’s own; it be- 
longs only to true believers. 

We do not know how many there 
are in this “secret order.” The pro- 
fessing church has added a multitude, 
a vast majority, who show no evidence 
of being “in” on the secret. We have 
padded our rolls with the uninitiated 
whose names are not in the Book of 
Life. Many of them hold church 
offices and direct the policy of reli- 
gious bodies. And many of them live 
lives that scandalize the cause of 
Christ. 

Along with that, the world has had 
a big hand in Easter right from the 
start. The word Easter itself comes 
from paganism. From the beginning 
the observance of our Lord’s resur- 
rection has been mixed with heathen 
festivities and godless practices. 
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Any faithful preacher has a task on 
that great Sunday trying to make 
clear the difference between resur- 
rection experience and Easter ob- 
servance. He has before him a throng 
he may not have seen since Christmas 
and he must startle these holly-and- 
lilies church-goers with the fact that 
no one has any part or lot in this mat- 
ter except from an_ experience 
wrought by the Spirit of God. 

We need to do something today to 
recover the true exclusiveness of the 
resurrection experience. Our Lord 
did not mingle with the mob after He 
rose. He did not allow the coarse 
familiarity of curiosity seekers. This 
was not for everybody. We have 
somehow given the impression that 
the miscellaneous throng can crash in 
on this precious secret. But it is not 
common property. 

A lot of preaching at Easter waters 
the resurrection down to sentimental- 
ism about immortality which is not 
peculiar to the Christian faith. The 
pagans had some thoughts along that 
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line. We have thrown open the res- 
urrection gates to everybody, just as 
though sons of Adam could share it 
on their own. The good news of the 
resurrection is for everybody, but for 
the experience of it nobody has the 
password except the Holy Spirit. 

By letting the world in on Easter 
we have made the truth we believe 
cheap and commonplace. Fools rush 
in where angels fear to tread. If we 
followed our Lord’s example there 
might be fewer names on church rolls 
—but the “secret order” of true be- 
lievers would be far more effective. 

There is an offense here—the offense 
of the cross—and we become ineffec- 
tive trying to be inoffensive. Screen- 
ing out candidates for church mem- 
bership who bring nothing but a 
church letter might involve persecu- 
tion in some quarters, but it would 
preserve the true exclusiveness of the 
fellowship of the resurrection. It 
ought to mean something to be sharers 
of His secret. It cost too much to be 
a matter of ordinary significance. 


+ Tuat brings us to one final ob- 
servation: Not only can we enter 
into the experience of the resurrec- 
tion, live in the power of it and antic- 
ipate the final fulfilment of it; we can 
spread the glorious news of it. 

We prove it by our lives; we must 
also proclaim it with our lips. The 
world knows that Christ died. It is 
up to us to tell them that He lives. 
Doubting Thomas knew the Lord had 
died. What he needed to know was 
that He was risen. 

It was the message of the early 
church. Paul made it so plain that 
even Festus got the right idea. He 
stated the issue as concerning “one 
Jesus, which was dead, whom Paul 
affirmed to be alive.” It would be well 
if every modern Festus got that im- 
pression from our testimony. Though 
we cannot explain the deeper truths 
of resurrection experience to the 
world, we can tell them the good news 
that Christ has died and risen, and 
invite them to put their trust in Him 
that they may learn for themselves. 

One thing we must never forget: we 
are not proclaiming merely an event 
or a doctrine. Martha believed in the 
resurrection, but our Lord said to her: 
“I am the resurrection and the life.” 
It is possible to get as close to Jesus 
as sound doctrine and not get through 
to Him. 

The resurrection is a glorious fact, 
event and doctrine. But the resur- 
rection is not only something, it is 
Somebody. We have a secret to 
possess and a story to proclaim. But 
above all we have Someone to present. 
For He is the Resurrection and the 
Life. END 
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unE 30, 1960, Independence Day in 
The Congo, had passed without in- 
cident. We had looked forward to 
that day with mingled hopes and fears. 
Now even the most pessimistic among 
us began to admit that probably they 
had been mistaken. 

On the fifth day of July it happened 
—catastrophe, from a direction that 
no one had even thought of, the 25,000 
native soldiers. They were the for- 
gotten men, the backbone on which 
all could depend for stability and or- 
der, to whom we all looked for help 
and support. Trained and disciplined 
as they were, no one ever expected 
them to cause trouble. That they did 
was the shock of the hour. 

When we turned on the radio that 
morning, we heard that the army at 
Thysville—150 miles away—was in a 
state of rebellion. The white officers 
had been taken, badly beaten and 
thrown into prison. At almost the 
same hour, like a prearranged mutiny, 
every camp in the country was swept 
into the same state of revolt. As the 
day wore on, other radio reports an- 
nounced the spread of the revolt.

Soldiers were invading neighboring 
areas, plundering, beating white peo- 
ple and herding them together, 
dragging them if they did not willingly 
follow. There was widespread torture 
and horror. Women were violated 
without consideration. 

Towerd evening it was clear that 
the purpose behind it was to exter- 
minate all white people and get rid 
of them for good in the cruelest way 
possible. At gun and bayonet point 
they were driven, sometimes bare- 
footed, to walk long distances to con- 
centration camps. The women were 
distributed throughout the camps for 
the soldiers’ basest inclinations. Sol- 
diers swarmed over large areas in 
jeeps and trucks, rounding up all 
whites, those who had not had time to 
realize the situation or had time to 
flee. 

Places and people we knew well 
were captured. Mission stations were 
invaded in a fixed pattern. One 
Roman Catholic mission. to which a 
large number of whites had fled hop- 
ing for protection was broken into and 
the men imprisoned. Girls from a 


white girls’ school were carried into 
the forest. Everywhere the stories 
were the same. 

Panic ensued. White people left 
everything just as it was and took the 
nearest way of escape—if escape was 
possible. Better to die, they thought, 
than to fall into the hands of this un- 
controlled mcb. People in great num- 
bers streamed over the frontiers in all 
directions and from all sides. There 
was only one word on every white 
person’s lips—escape. 

Day after day we listened to reports 
like these while the wave rolled nearer 
to our own doors. Our own way of 
escape was already closed; the only 
roads accessible were highways for 
native soldiers. Lines of communica- 
tion were broken. No trains moved, 
no boats; there was no mail, no tele- 
graph. Our only contact with the 
outer world was one-way radio, Radio 
Leopoldville. We could only wait, 


watch, pray—and listen. 

On our station were two married 
couples, three nurses and two men. 
Our greatest ccacern was to give 
safety to the women. There was no 











question of what would happen should 
the soldiers suddenly appear at our 
doors. Concerning our other mis- 
sionary stations, we knew nothing, 
although we were deeply concerned. 

One week had gone by when Dr. 
Mattson, my colleague at Kibunzi 
Hospital, and I decided to find out if 
the missionaries on our other stations 
were safe, and to discover if we could 
the whereabouts of the native soldiers. 
We knew our fate if we stayed. It was 
a week of being shut off from the 
world, a week spent in constant antic- 
ipation of impending disaster. 

We started out in our jeep. The 
last news we had of the soldiers’ 
whereabouts was that they were 50 
miles from our station. Driving along 
carefully, we investigated the road 
ahead and scrutinized every strange 
object. All went well for some miles, 
when suddenly the grass on both 
sides of the road became alive and a 
large number of soldiers jumped out. 
Camouflaged with branches and grass 
to conceal their whereabouts, they 
looked like walking bushes. Facing 
the solid line they formed across the 
road, we brought our jeep quickly to 
a stop. I looked at Dr. Mattson and 
heard myself say, “Well, brother, this 
is it.” He gave no answer. 

In front of us stood a wild-looking, 
angry group of soldiers. It was a 
sight different from anything I had 
ever seen. A complete breakdown of 
anything like organization was my 
first impression. Emotional excite- 
ment tinged with fear and boldness 
was evident on their faces. 

There was no concerted effort on 
the part of any of them. Each talked, 
acted and carried on independent of 
every other. Some of them waved 
their arms, others yelled—seemingly 
at nothing or nobody. Still others ran 
back and forth without any obvious 
purpose. They looked wild — eyes 
glassy, language incoherent, their uni- 
forms dirty and ragged, arms, hands 
and faces muddy and colored blacker 
than normal with soot. I realized 
then that they were all drunk and 
saturated with native “dope.” 

In an instant our car was sur- 
rounded. The noise increased as they 
discovered that we were whites. Now 
all the reports I had heard over the 
radio, the horrible mistreatments, the 
total disregard for human life, I could 
now fit into the picture. We were in 
the same predicament, objects of the 
same pattern of “vengeance! Away 
with the white man!” 
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Not a white man could be seen anywhere along the long stretches 


of road. Congo had lost 80,000 of its 125,000 white people. 


+ Tue car doors were jerked open on 
both sides and we were ordered out. 
The soldiers stood off from us, their 
guns and bayonets pointed. When we 
were well out of the car, they ad- 
vanced and pushed their bayonets 
against our chests. Everyone was 
talking, yelling, screaming: “Death to 
the white man! Death to the spies! 
Now we have got you! Now we show 
you!” 

One soldier began giving us a lec- 
ture about the evils of the white men. 
Congo was now free, he said, and to 
be more free they must get rid of all 
whites. The Belgians had killed many 
of their brother soldiers at Matadi; 
now all white people must die—in 
vengeance. 

We tried to say a word, but one 
yelled, “Shut up, or I kill you right 
now!” and he raised his gun over his 
head to bring it down. But for some 
incomprehensible reason he stopped 
the stroke just before the gun reached 
its goal. 

Meanwhile a group of soldiers had 
gathered around my companion on the 
other side of the car. They behaved 
in the same pattern. A dozen bayonets 
were pointed at him. They made one 
threatening motion after another. Any 
minute I thought I would hear the 
salvo that would bring his life to an 
end or see one of those bayonets 
plunge into his body. 

I looked too at the bayonets that 
surrounded my own chest. They were 
close enough to be felt. Old, rusty, 
dirty, dull, they looked horrible. I 
could almost feel one of those things 
making its way into my interior. 

The suspense was becoming more 
unbearable by the minute. Whatever 
they were going to do I wished that 
they would do it. 

They ordered my colleague and me 
to go across the road and stand to- 
gether. Surely, I thought, we were 
put there for targets. We stood wait- 
ing for the next move. More argu- 
ments followed. Still we waited. 
Then they moved us to another place 
and made us stand together. Another 
lecture followed as to what would be 
done to us. Then a sea of bayonets 
drove us headlong into the ditch along 
the road. We looked up and saw 
those same bayonets so close that we 
dare not move. 

More lecturing and still more, till 
one of the lecturers got tired and 
walked off and another took up the 
job. Now at last we had a chance to 
say something. 





We told them that we were doctors 
and missionaries and had so many sick 
people waiting for us that if they 
killed us their brothers in the hospital 


would suffer. Now they listened for 
the first time and let us stand up. We 
were able to talk some more. After 
some time and much discussion among 
themselves, they said they would let 
us go, but that we must tell no one 
what had happened. 

We begged permission to go to 
Luozi, our nearest state post, which 
was only a few miles away. They 
said we could but that we must be 
back in an hour. 


+ Ar Luvozi we found ten white people 
herded together in one building with 
several soldiers guarding them. They 
had been beaten. In jail a white 
officer lay without food or water. We 
were told that he had tried to flee, but 
had been caught by his own soldiers 
and badly beaten. A Catholic priest 
we knew was being held prisoner in 
his own house. He pleaded with us to 
escape quickly with the rest of the 
missionaries. We learned afterwards 
that he died a few days later. 

Back at our station we informed our 
co-workers of our experience. They 
told us that two white couples, our 
nearest neighbors who worked for a 
business firm, had been taken by the 
soldiers at four o’clock the same 
morning. The men had been beaten 
and made to walk a long distance 
barefooted. The two women had been 
violated. 

The hour we had waited for had 
come. There was nothing left to do 
but evacuate immediately. 

All roads were closed to us except 
one—a narrow path through the 
forest leading to French Congo. We 
must go by foot. Hastily, each of us 
ran into his house to gather up a few 
necessities, as much as he could carry. 
Every minute was vital. At nine- 
thirty that night, fourteen of us—four 
men, seven women and three children 
—packed ourselves into a truck and 
began our flight into the unknown. 


+ Ir was not a great distance to the 
village near where the path led 
through the forest. Even this stretch 
of road was no longer safe, hence we 
were exceedingly happy when we 
reached the village. Not until later 
did we learn how close we were to 
We had 


disaster. But God knew. 

left the station at nine-thirty; the 

soldiers arrived at eleven. The one

From God’s 
point of view, we are never closer to 
disaster than the measure of His 
ability to deliver.

we marched, 
hour after hour—stumbling, stagger- 
ing, falling now and then. No light 
came through the trees, though the 
moon was high in the sky. Only when 
the path led us out into open grassland 
did we see the gold-glimmering land- 
scape before burying ourselves again 
in the thick forest. 

It was four in the morning when we 
of the 
French Congo. We hummed a song 
of praise to God as we passed. At 
four-thirty, we decided to take a rest 
and drink some coffee we had taken 
along, while we waited for the dawn. 
To our surprise, however, at the com- 
ing of the morning light we saw a 





number of men pass by us and stop not 
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far ahead. Another group came, 
stopped in our midst and demanded 
that we go back with them. They had 
discovered that we had passed their 
village in the night, and now they 
wanted to force us to return. Two of 
the men had guns. We told them that 
we did not intend to return. They 
replied that the first one who at- 
tempted to go on would be shot. The 
situation was indeed serious. 

Argument followed, voices became 
loud, and the children began to cry. 
But we were resolved to die there and 
then rather than to return to the other 
side of the border. As the morning 
became brighter, our hopes became 
gloomier. 

Suddenly—almost from nowhere, it 
seemed—a gentle-faced old man ap- 
peared. He said he belonged to a 
French village only a kilometer away 
from the place where we were. We 
did not know that we were that close 
to the first French village. Then two 
French native gendarmes appeared, 
saying they had heard a child crying 
in the early morning hour, and since 
that was unusual, they thought they 
had better investigate. At the sight 
of these gendarmes, the people who

had come to drive us back took to 
their heels and disappeared. 

Safe again in French territory, we 
learned from the administrator in 
charge that someone had whispered 
to him the night before that he should 
send soldiers down to the village to 
see if everything was all right. 

To us, this was another marvelous 
manifestation of God’s care and pro- 
vision. For not only did the soldiers 
deliver us, but had they not been there 
with their truck we would have had to 
walk over fifty miles more to reach the 
nearest state post. Now a God-or- 
dered ride was given to us to our own 
station in the French Congo—Dolisi. 
It was delightful also to learn that the 
two soldiers who met us were mem- 
bers of our own mission church at 
Dolisi. Converts rescued the mis- 
sionaries! 


+ AFTER a day at our station at Dolisi, 
we proceeded to Brazzaville, and 
thence back to Matadi in The Congo. 
We found that they had had no doctor 
for two weeks, and of the 3,000 white 
persons who were there before the 
trouble started not one remained.

And the Stranger 
looked into her weary face and into 
her weary soul and said, “I AM HE.”

And for 
the first time in her life she knew what 
it was to be satisfied. She knew Jesus

The woman of Samaria had become 
so excited about knowing Jesus that 
she left her big waterpot—valuable as 
it may have been before—and hurried 
off to tell others about Him! 

The American woman _ behaved 
much the same way. She left her 
burden of propriety and ritualism— 
valuable as it had seemed to her 
before—and quite forgot all decorum 
in her haste and enthusiasm to tell 
others about her Saviour! 

As I said before, it’s remarkable, 
isn’t it. The people Jesus talked with 
when He walked this earth were so 
like those He continues to talk with 
today. Take that woman at the well, 
for instance. So different on the out- 
side. But inside—so like ME. END 
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pr for life? 


mMusT confess that in choosing a 

favorite apple, I am partial to the 
juicy, rosy-cheeked Northern Spy. 
For sheer beauty and satisfying flavor, 
few apples can compare with these. 
But one day as I held one in my hand 
and tasted again its tart sweetness, I 
meditated for a while on the tree that 
produced the apple and how it grew. 

The tree was not “organized” in 
the sense that most of us usually think 
of organization. The farmer simply 
nourished it with the best soil, saw 
that it received sufficient water, kept 
away the destroying pests and then 
waited. Eventually, in God’s good 
time, the tree was “organized” in per- 
fect unity and harmony, to the point 
of bearing rich and satisfying fruit. 

After more than thirty years of 
pastoral service, it is clear to me that 
this should be my method in the 
church. I should stop trying to or- 
ganize individuals, and concentrate 
instead on feeding them with the 
abundant life of Jesus Christ. Then 
patiently, lovingly, I should leave 
them in the hands of almighty God to 
“organize” according to His own di- 
vine plan. I am now convinced that 
the best organizing methods of which 
I am capable are blasphemy compared 
with the organizing power of the Holy 
Spirit. 

“If I be lifted up,” Jesus said, “I will 
draw all men unto me.” What is my 
business, then? To lift up Christ. It 
is this that provides new life, that 
makes new men. The New Testament 
calls those who receive such divinely 
imparted life “new creations.” Our 
greatest need today is not better men 
—organized by men. Our greatest 
need is better men—organized by the 
Holy Spirit. 

And so with the church. When I 
try to organize church life by human 
wisdom, I may be able to count more 
heads. But human hearts will still be 
hungry. Hungry, not for an outer 
adjustment of their lives through 
formal organization, but for the living 
bread. Hungry hearts need to be 
fed, not organized. 

Now I am not speaking adversely of 
organization as such. I am simply try- 
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ing to clarify my own mind about so 
much of my major effort in promoting 
organizations. The human body is the 
most perfectly organized material 
mechanism on earth. But it was or- 
ganized by God, not man. Nothing 
on the human plane can compete with 
this God-planned organization. 


+ I am compelled, then, to see the 
pitiful absurdity of my trying to “play 
God” in seeking to organize the lives 
of those around me. My responsibility 
is to get out of the way so as not to 
interfere with the work which God 
began—and which He is still carrying 
on. 

There is more than humor in the 
often heard expression, “The church 
is organized to death.” There is also 
tragedy. Too often I have shared in 
man-made organizations that resulted 
in the death of real spiritual life. 

I have seen high pressure organiza- 
tion deceive men into thinking that 
by participation they are being valiant 
soldiers of the Lord. I have seen a 
whirlwind of organizational activity 
destroy many a hidden impulse for 
creative expression—through regi- 
mentation. I have seen external or- 
ganization rob a man of his freedom, 
and thereby deprive him of the only 
climate in which, by the very nature 
of his origin and structure, he can 
fulfill his destiny. 

To deprive a man of such freedom 
is like robbing the physical body of 
oxygen. Lack of oxygen can sys- 
tematically poison and dry up the 
blood stream. Quite literally it can 
take a body of health and “organize” 
it to death. 

Self-examination compels me to see 
that what I need is not less “head” 
work, but far more and better head 
work based on steady consultation 
with the Head of the church, Jesus 
Christ. When St. Paul said, “We have 
the mind of Christ,” he did not mean 
that we receive the mind of Christ 
purely as an outright gift, ready- 
made and complete. Converts to 
Christ who should have grown into 
adulthood Paul termed mere “babes,” 
to whom he had to give the milk of the

Word because they were not mature 
enough to assimilate strong biblical 
meat. Growth must occur, but in 
God’s way. We obtain the mind of 
Christ only by a lifelong process of 
fellowship with the One who has that 
mind. 

The mind of Christ is the mind of 
One who had a mind to go to the 
Cross. Since Jesus Christ took me 
with Him to that Cross, where through 
His redemption my old self nature 
died, the only way I can have what 
He has—that is, His mind—is by going 
where that mind is and staying there. 
Only so will I experience continuous 
identification with Jesus Christ. This 
union alone results in fruit-bearing. 


+ Tue failure of man-made organiza- 
tion as I see it today can be stated in 
three ways. In the first place, man- 
made organizational effort operates by 
an arithmetical principle. One man 
plus one man equals two men. That 
can always be predicted. There is no 
way to change such a form of or- 
ganization. Ten people plus ten people 
always equals twenty people, never 
forty or a hundred or a thousand. The 
most intense frenzy of organized effort 
upon the circumference of men’s lives 
cannot change this. By it, we add up 
men’s bodies one by one, and in the 
process leave their souls utterly un- 
touched, unfed and unredeemed. 

Conversely, God-planned organiza- 
tion operates by geometrical ratio. 
This is scriptural mathematics. One 
God-filled man equals a thousand un- 
redeemed. Two God-filled men equal 
ten thousand unilluminated. When 
Gideon faced the humanly impos- 
sible contest with numerically much 
greater forces, boldly he discarded the 
arithmetical principle. He cut his 
man-made power from 32,000 to 300. 
In so doing he increased the God-en- 
dowed power to vast geometrical 
proportions. 

From the human point of view 
Gideon was a fool. Faced by a vastly 
numerical superiority of man power, 
he deliberately sent a majority of his 
army home, to the number of 31,700, 
and faced the impossible with 300. But 
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the record of fact, inscribed in history, 
is that 300 God-inspired men were 
more powerful than a whole army. 
The 300 were victorious! 

The Bible is replete with similar 
experiences. I perceive that God’s 
mathematics operates by a magnitude 
of power beyond the comprehension 
of man-made schemes. The New Tes- 
tament reveals the geometrical ratio 
of God at work in the early church. 
It reads, “The Lord added to the 
church daily such as were being 
saved,” when in a single day there 
came to a saving knowledge of Jesus 
Christ 3,000 souls. 

I am certain that by the hand of 
faith this work of God can still pre- 
vail in the church today—when the 
best laid plans otherwise fail. 


+ ANOTHER method of man-made or- 
ganization is to organize for power 
through research-based polls. Modern 
business finds this very valuable. I 
do not for one moment discount the 
effort to seek the facts in any situa- 
tion. As a fact-minded individual, my 
own disposition is to seek the utmost 
detail of available information. But 
what has grown clear to me is that I 
was not as fact-minded as I thought. 
For in burrowing for human facts, too 
often I have overlooked the one great 
fact, the fact of God and how He 
operates. 

How slow I have been to assimilate 
the truth written in large letters all 
around me: God’s way of organization 
is power through redemptive-based 
prayer. How else do I come into fel- 
lowship with God except through the 
penitence of a believing heart? I can 
talk about God for endless hours and 
accomplish little or nothing. After 
the physical tonic of vibrant speech 
has subsided and mental exhilaration 
has dissipated the word of the prophet 
Hosea applies: “Ephraim feedeth on 
wind.” 

On the other hand, when I fall on 
my knees in prayer the climate under- 
goes immediate change. I feel spring- 
time rise in my heart. Summer 
warmth replaces winter chill, abun- 
dant harvest floods my soul, and I 
dare to attempt things for God my 
cautious, calculating intellect would 
never dream of attempting. When in 
speaking with desperate, bewildered 
individuals and formal talk has 
yielded nothing and then I have 
prayed, I have seen God heal broken 
hearts, mend broken homes, restore 
broken bodies and minds. 

Research-based polls are powerless 
in such crucial areas of life. But re- 
demptive-based prayer has proved 
powerful enough to solve the most in- 
soluble human relationships. This is 
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God’s way of organizing and reor- 
ganizing lives to the pattern of His 


new creation in Christ Jesus. 


+ My experience with man-made or- 
ganization has made clear to me a 
third thing. From the human stand- 
point I have tried to organize the 
church on the basis of the crowd. 

Just as the human body requires 
food to stay alive, so every institu- 
tion needs the human resources of 
people and purses in order to exist. 
The pursuit of this need in the church 
has been’ based on a subtle fallacy, 
namely, that well-organized pres- 
sures on pride, position, prestige will 
open men’s purses and win their 
hearts. The first part of the statement 
has been proven countless times. The 
latter is false. 

The increased millions in the mem- 
bership of our churches and the grow- 
ing millions of additional dollars have 
not demonstrated proportionately in- 
creased spiritual power in our dan- 
gerously divided world. What world 
leader do you know today is relying 
on the church in the face of world 
disaster? How many church members 
feel that their physical presence in a 
church pew and their purse on the 
altar is a bulwark against world de- 
struction from a power-mad dicta- 





tor? Where on our vast international 
network of air wave communications 
do we hear any political or business 
commentator exalt the church as a 
powerful restraint upon the divisive 
forces that disrupt the relations of 
nations today? 

Man-made organization in the 
church is only an outsider’s effort to 
improve God’s handiwork. Freedom 
is the inner operation by which the 
Creator organizes His own creations 
from the ruling center of a man’s 
being—at the point where the ir-

resistible and inexhaustible flow of 


divine life makes a man alive and 
keeps him alive. 
What has a church obtained, then, 


by being organized on the basis of the 
crowd? It has obtained the 
church membership in _history— 
numerically. But for the most power- 
ful body of believers we must go back 
in history. We think of that galaxy 
of stalwarts recorded in Hebrews 11, 
who “through faith subdued king- 
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of lions, quenched the violence of 
fire, escaped the edge of the sword, 
out of weakness were made strong, 
waxed valiant in fight, turned to 
flight the armies of aliens, women re- 
ceived their dead raised to life 
again... .” 


Nothing like that ever happened in 
churches that I served. Have you 
had any such experiences 
your church? Can think 
man-made organizations that 
produced such power? I can't.

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OME confusion seems to exist in the 
minds of many Christians regard- 
ing the two resurrections spoken 

of by our Lord and recorded in John 5. 
Other Scriptures throw clear light on 
this prophetic passage, but let us look 
first at these verses and see what they 
teach. 

The Jews were seeking to kill Jesus 
for “breaking the Sabbath” and for 
calling God His own Father, “making 
himself equal with God.” Our Lord 
in His reply said (John 5:28, 29): 
“Marvel not at this: for the hour is 
coming, in the which all that are in the 
graves shall hear his voice, and shall 
come forth; they that have done good, 
unto the resurrection of life; and they 
that have done evil, unto the resur- 
rection of damnation.” 

Four definite facts are established 
in these verses: (1) There will be a 
resurrection. (2) It will be a bodily 
resurrection, for the dead come forth 
out of the graves. The soul is not in 
the grave, only the body. (3) It will 
be a universal resurrection, for Jesus 
says all that are in the graves shall 
come forth. (4) It will be a selective 
resurrection, consisting of two dis- 
tinct companies separately raised from 
the dead, one group raised unto life 
eternal, and the other unto damna- 
tion. 


+ Ler us be sure of one thing here. 
These verses do not necessarily prove 
a “general” resurrection of all at the 
same time. Indeed, in Luke 14:13, 14 
it is suggested that there is a space of 
time between the resurrection of the 
saved and the lost. Jesus says there 
concerning the saved: “. . . thou shalt 
be recompensed at the resurrection of 
the just” (Luke 14:14b6). If all men 
are raised at the same time, it would 
be ambiguous to mention specifically 
“the resurrection of the just.” 

From I Thessalonians 4 we learn 
that the saved dead will rise first. 
“The Lord himself shall descend from 
heaven,” Paul says, “and the dead in 
Christ shall rise first.” If the dead in 
Christ are raised at this time, it nat- 
urally implies that the dead out of 
Christ will not be raised until later. 
How much later is not important here. 

One might object that the saved 
dead are raised first with reference 
only to the changing of living be- 
lievers, and the passage means only 
that all the dead will rise before we 
the living “are changed.” But surely 
it would be ambiguous to say the 
“dead in Christ rise first” if all the 
saved and the lost were raised to- 
gether. 

The unmistakable meaning is that 
the dead in Christ are raised first; the 
dead out of Christ are raised later. 
How much later is made plain for 
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us elsewhere in the Scriptures. 

The subject becomes clearer as we 
turn to I Corinthians 15. In studying 
this great resurrection chapter one 
vital fact must be borne in mind. Paul 
is discussing here the resurrection of 
the body. There is no reference or 
hint of a spiritual resurrection. The 
entire chapter deals exclusively with 
bodily resurrection. 

First Paul discusses the resurrection 
of Jesus (vv. 1-19), that is, the literal 
fact of His bodily resurrection. From 
verse 20 on, he deals with the resur- 
rection of the bodies of the saved 
particularly. Because Christ arose, 
all men will subsequently arise. If 
Christ had not arisen, no one else— 
saved or lost—could have arisen. Be- 
cause He arose, all men—both saved 
and lost—will also rise bodily. For if 
Christ be not raised, then there is no 
resurrection. 

Right here the parallel ceases, for 
there will be a great difference be- 
tween the resurrection of the saved 
and the resurrection of the lost. The 
saved will be raised unto life eternal; 
the lost unto damnation. 

There is also a great difference in 
the time of the resurrections. This 
Paul elaborates upon in I Corinthians 
15: 23-25. All men will be raised be- 
cause Christ arose. But notice the 
difference: 

“Every man in his own order: 
Christ the first fruits; afterward they 
that are Christ’s at his coming. Then 
cometh the end [the last ones], when 
he shall have delivered up the king- 
dom to God, even the Father; when 
he shall have put down all rule and 
all authority and power. For he must 
reign, till he hath put all things under 
his feet” (I Cor. 15:23-25). 


+ Paut also says (v. 23) that each 
man will be raised with his own “com- 
pany.” The word translated “order” 
in the King James version is a military 
term; it refers to companies or regi- 
ments in an army. The Greek word 
is tagma and means literally a troop. 
Each man in the resurrection will be 
raised with others in his own troop or 
company only. 

Then Paul lists three companies: 
(1) Christ the firstfruits; (2) after- 
ward, they that are Christ’s at His 
coming; and (3) the “end ones,” after 
He has delivered up the Kingdom at 
the end of the ages. 

So, at this time, three separate com- 
panies are identified. One is already 
raised and is now in heaven. The 
resurrection of the second company is 
imminent and may occur at any time. 
The third must wait until after the 
kingdom reign of Christ. 

The first company is called “Christ 
the firstfruits.” He is the Firstfruits 





of them that slept (I Cor. 15:20), the 
fulfillment of the typical feast of First- 
fruits in Leviticus 23. After the 
Passover (cross of Christ) came the 
Feast of Unleavened Bread (burial of 
Christ) and then the Firstfruits (res- 
urrection of Christ). On this feast 
Israel brought a sheaf of the very 
first ripe grain to the priest. He ded- 
icated it to the Lord, waving it be- 
fore the Lord as a pledge and promise 
or earnest of the whole coming 
harvest. It was not one ear, but a 
sheaf or a handful of ears, since First- 
fruits here is in the plural, not the 
singular. 

When Christ arose He did not arise 
alone, as a firstfruit or single ear. 
Together with Him a great company 
of Old Testament saints were resur- 
rected and these together with Him 
constituted the firstfruits, which is the 
earnest and guarantee of the resur- 
rection of all believers in due time. 

This event is described in Matthew 
27. At the death of Jesus we are told 
that “the graves were opened; and 
many bodies of the saints which slept 
arose, and came out of the graves after 
his resurrection, and went into the 
holy city, and appeared unto many” 
(Matt. 27:52, 53). 

Notice: ‘many bodies of the saints 
which slept arose.” Their bodies arose, 
and they were all saints. There was 
not an unsaved one among them. 
Presumably this company is in heaven 
today with Christ in resurrection 
bodies as the firstfruits of the resur- 
rection. 


+ WE coME now to the next company. 
Already nineteen hundred years have 
passed between the rising of Company 
Number One and Company Number 
Two. Paul continues: “... afterward 
[after the firstfruits] they that are 
Christ’s at his coming” (I Cor. 15: 23b). 

This is the future harvest of which 
the firstfruits was the earnest. Then 
all the rest of the saved are raised at 
His coming. This is described clearly 
in I Thessalonians 4: “For the Lord 
himself shall descend from heaven... 
and the dead in Christ shall rise first” 
(v. 16). 

Remember, up until now no one but 
saved people have been raised. The 
wicked dead have not been disturbed. 
Before the wicked dead are raised, 
another group of saints must be resur- 
rected—a great number who will die 
after the rapture. They are the trib- 
ulation martyrs. 

In Revelation 20 we read: “...I 
saw the souls of them that were be- 
headed for the witness of Jesus, and 
for the word of God, and which had 
not worshiped the beast, neither his 
image, neither had received his mark 
upon their foreheads, or in their 
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hands, and they lived and reigned 
with Christ a thousand years” (v. 4). 

This company is easily identified. 
They are the tribulation saints, for 
they refused to worship the Beast, 
who will not be revealed until after 
the rapture. They had died, for they 
had been beheaded for refusing the 
mark of the Beast. But here they 
lived again and reigned. That, of 
course, means a resurrection. They 
had died; now they live. They are 
the gleanings of the first resurrection. 

The firstfruits were raised nineteen 
hundred years ago; the harvest may 
come any moment; then, seven years 
later, the gleanings—the last ears, 
crushed and bruised by the Antichrist 
—will be added to the firstfruits and 
the harvest. Only then is the first 
resurrection complete. 

And so we read “.. . this is the first 
resurrection” (Rev. 20:5). This is the 
first time in Scripture that the ex- 
pression “first resurrection” is used, 
because the first resurrection is not 
complete until these are added to the 
harvest. But now it is complete, and 
so John adds: “Blessed and holy is 
he that hath part in the first resur- 
rection: on such the second death 
hath no power, but they .. . shall reign 
with him a thousand years” (Rev. 
20:6). 

Now all becomes clear. Now we 
can understand Paul’s words, “But 
every man in his own order (company, 
group or regiment).” 


+ Burt the resurrection is not yet over. 
Up to this point not one unsaved per- 
son has as yet been raised; only saints. 
It is after these are taken care of that 
Paul says: “Then cometh the end” 
(I Cor. 15:24). 

Literally, these are “the end ones” 
—those who are left for the last. We 
are not left in doubt as to when these 
will be raised. It will be after the 
millennial reign of Christ. Clearly 
Paul teaches this: “Then cometh the 
end [ones], when he [Christ] shall 
have delivered up the kingdom to God, 
even the Father; ... For he [Christ] 
must reign, till he hath put all enemies 
under his feet” (I Cor. 15:24, 25). 

These “end ones” will be raised 
after the last rebellion at the close of 
the millennium. There is no room 
for doubt when we read Revelation 20. 
The tribulation saints are raised be- 
fore the millennium, for they live and 
reign with Him a thousand years. 


| “But the rest of the dead [the lost] 
| lived not again until the thousand 


years were finished” (Rev. 20:5). 
After the thousand years are 
finished and the devil has been cast 
into the lake of fire (Rev. 20:7-10), 
the final resurrection takes place. 
This is at the Great White Throne: 





“And I saw the dead, small and great, 
stand before God” (Rev. 20:12). 

These are the wicked dead—it can 
be none other. They are the “small 
and great,” [not old and young, for it 
has no reference to age, but to the 
position they held while here on 
earth ]—the “big shots” as well as the 
“little shots.” All differences. of 
wealth, power and position are gone. 
Notice, these people were dead—but 
John sees them standing before God. 
That, of course, again implies a resur- 
rection. 


+ TuEN follows the final act in the or- 
der of the resurrections—the final 
judgment of the wicked dead. John 
sees a Great White Throne and the 
dead stand before God, and he hears 
their final sentence on the basis of 
the record of the books: 

“, . and the books were opened: 
and another book was opened, which 
is the book of life: and the dead were 
judged out of those things which were 
written in the books, according to 
their works” (Rev. 20:12). 

This judgment has nothing to do 
with determining the place where 
these wicked dead spend eternity. 
That was settled forever when they 
died. Their guilt had been established. 
They were “condemned already.” 
Now the day of sentencing has come, 
and the wicked are judged according 
to their works. Their destiny was 
settled long ago—the place of outer 
darkness in hell is to be their eternal 
abode. They had been found guilty, 
and when they died there was no ap- 
peal possible. 

But another thing is to be settled: 
the degree of their punishment. That 
will be determined by the record in 
the books of works. This judgment 
will be on the basis of light and op- 
portunity afforded them and what 
they have done with their lives. 

Scripture teaches that all will not 
suffer alike in hell. The Bible knows 
nothing about a hell where all will 
suffer in the-same degree. There will 
be innumerable degrees of suffering, 
depending on the records in the books. 
All the lost will go to the same place, 
but “hell will be heaven for some as 
compared to others.” Hell will be 
unspeakably more tolerable for the 
poor heathen savage who has never 
heard the gospel than it will be for one 
reared in a Christian community, who 
heard the Word preached, had the 
Bible and was clearly warned. 

Jesus taught degrees of judgment. 
He said concerning Capernaum: “. 
if the mighty works, which have been 
done in thee, had been done in Sodom, 
it would have remained until this day. 
But I say unto you, That it shall be

A Bibliography on the Holy Spirit 


As far as I know, no bibliography of 
the person and work of the Holy Spirit 
has previously been compiled in our 
language that could be considered 
even approximately complete. I am 
here attempting to list only the more 
important books dealing with the sub- 
ject as a whole. There are many sub- 
divisions of this theme—some of which 
are given at the end of this list— 
which I am not listing here. 

The titles are approximately in the 
order of publication. A few dates I 
have not been able to determine, and 
so have had to guess in which decade 
they first appeared. Whenever pos- 
sible, the first publication date has 
been used, even though the data is 
taken from a later edition. I trust I 
am correct in saying that perhaps not 
more than ten important books on the 
Holy Spirit, in the English language, 
have been overlooked on this list. 

For works on the Holy Spirit 
published in England before the work 
by John Owen, see the columns of 
Watt’s monumental Bibliographica 
Britannicum (1807). The words of the 
famous Baptist theologian, Augustus 
Hopkins Strong, written a half-cen- 
tury ago, are still true: “The doctrine 
of the Holy Spirit has never yet been 
scientifically unfolded. No treatise on 
it has appeared comparable to Julius 
Muller’s Doctrine of Sin, or to I. A. 
Dorner’s History of the Doctrine of the 
Person of Christ” (Systematic The- 
ology, p. 340). 

In his great work on the Holy Spirit, 
written a few years before Strong’s 
Theology, Smeaton makes the state- 
ment: “There is not a single work in 
the whole compass of German litera- 
ture on the office and work of the Holy 
Spirit, if we except the unfinished 
work of Kahnis (1847), of any value 
or importance” (p. 396).

Only two works on the Holy Spirit 
by the Church Fathers are important. 
The earlier are the four Letters Con- 
cerning the Holy Spirit, by Athanasius, 
c. 360 A.D., which, strange to say, were 
never translated into English until the 
recent volume by C. R. B. Shapland: 
The Letters of St. Athanasius Con- 
cerning the Holy Spirit, London and 
New York, 1951. 

The larger and more important 
work is the De Spiritu Sancto by St. 
Basil the Great, c. 375 A.D., translated 
in the Nicene and Post Nicene Fathers, 
2nd Ser. VIII, pp. 1-50. 

John Biddle (1615-1662): Twelve 
Arguments on Questions Drawn Out 
of the Scriptures, wherein the Com- 
monly Received Opinion Touching the 
Deity of the Holy Spirit is Clearly and 
Fully Refuted. London, 1647. It is 
strange that the earliest important 
work in English on the Holy Spirit 
should have been heretical. For this 
work the author, often referred to as 
the father of English Unitarians, was 
imprisoned, and Parliament com- 
manded all copies to be seized and 
burnt. In 1648 he was sentenced to 
death for his later publication, A Con- 
fession of Faith Touching the Holy 
Trinity (1648), though the sentence 
was not carried out. 

John Owen (1618-1683): Pneuma- 
tologia; Or, a Discourse Concerning 
the Holy Spirit. This work, by the 
outstanding Puritan divine, was first 
published in 1674. It is most readily 
available in the Edinburgh edition of 
Owen’s Works (1863), Vol. VI, pp. xiv, 
522, and Vol. VII, pp. 651. Smeaton 
is right in calling this “the most im- 
portant work on the Spirit in any 
literature.” Kuyper himself acknowl- 
edges that it is “unsurpassed.” It is 
strange that the greatest work on the 
Holy Spirit in the English language 
should have appeared almost three 
hundred years ago. Kregel issued a 
condensation of these 1,200 pages in 
1954 (pp. 356). 


William Clagget (1646-1688): On 





the Holy Spirit, A Discourse, London, 
1678-80. This was written in criticism 
of Owen’s massive work. 

Thomas Goodwin (1600-1679): The 
Work of the Holy Spirit in Our Salva- 
tion. Most of Goodwin’s works were 
published for the first time after his 
death (1680). A collected edition was 
issued in 1682. In the Edinburgh edi- 
tion of his Works (1863) this is Vol. 
VI, pp. xiv, 527. Warfield said that in 
his opinion, this work was “well 
worthy of a place by the side of 
Owen.” 

Walter Marshall (1628-1680): The 
Gospel Mystery of Sanctification. This 
work, first published in 1692, has gone 
through innumerable editions. Zon- 
dervan reprinted it in 1954, pp. viii, 
264, with a brief biographical sketch 
of the author, and some excellent ap- 
preciations of the work. 

William Stephens: The Personality 
and Divinity of the Holy Ghost, A 
Sermon. Oxford, 1717-1721. 

John Guyse (1680-1761): The Holy 
Spirit, a Divine Person. This volume, 
principally an exposition of I Corin- 
thians 12, was originally published in 
1721, and was reprinted as late as 1840 
in London. 84 pp. 

John Hurrion (1675-1731): The 
Scripture Doctrine of the Proper Di- 
vinity, Real Personality and ... Work 
of the Holy Spirit, Sixteen Sermons. 
First issued in 1734, reprinted in 1798. 
pp. xvi. 519; also London, 1823. 

William Warburton (1698-1779): 
The Doctrine of Grace, Or the Office 
and Operations of the Holy Spirit. By 
the famous bishop who founded the 
Warburton lectureship, this work first 
appeared in two volumes in 1763; pp. 
150, 190. It aroused much opposition, 
inasmuch as it was written against the 
Wesleyan movement. Wesley, White- 
field, and a number of other men 
wrote pamphlets denouncing these 
volumes.

Note: As an indication of the im- 
portance of the authors of the earlier 
works on the Holy Spirit in the reli- 
gious history of England, one discovers 
that of the first twenty-seven authors 
in this bibliography (to 1854) twenty- 
three of them are to be found in the 
Dictionary of National Biography. 

The construction of this bibliog- 
raphy reveals that in the last sixty 
years more books have been published 
about the person and work of the Holy 
Spirit than during the preceding two 
hundred and fifty years. It is most 
significant, however, that within a 
period of less than twenty years 
(1674-1692), appeared the _ three 
greatest works on this subject (i.e., by 
Owen, Goodwin and Marshall), to be 
published for almost two centuries. 
And I think one may easily say that in 
no twenty-year period since have 
three books on this subject appeared 
to compare with these in substance 
and continued influence. 

The volumes published during the 
twentieth century will be given in the 
second half of this bibliography to be 
published next month.

Y OU may not be able to pin it down, 

but the feeling remains. There 
was that remark you heard among 
some mothers... the awkward silence 
which greeted the announcement at 
the monthly workers’ meeting—these 
and other telltaie signs make it pretty 
certain that unless something is done 
before vacation Bible school rolls 
around next summer, there’ll be very 
little enthusiasm and support for this 
important ministry.

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» There is hardly a form of music or 
a musical sound that hasn’t been re- 
corded and put on the market. A 
look at religious recordings for the 
past five years shows a similar variety 
in scope and form. 

In ladies’ trios alone we have had 
three or four widely varied styles and 
approaches in a short time. Here is 
yet another—THE MILLIE PACE 
TRIO, WITH BOB SUMMERS, Chris- 
tian Faith Recordings (LP-1371). 

‘his trio of young ladies has a sound 
which immediately makes one listen 
more attentively. It’s sort of a har- 
moniously flat sound, with much echo, 
drawing most of its impetus from a 
definite rhythm pattern supplied by a 
guitar and bass. These instruments, 
played very competently by Bob 
Summers, have a crisp, electronic- 
sound, 

The trio is made up of leader Millie 
Pace, along with two singing sisters 
named Carol and Eve Summers (sis- 
ters of Bob). Their style of singing 
has the effect of a loud whisper, con- 
sisting of some tone and some breath. 
Through it all they blend nicely to- 
gether. 

Actually, I find their music very 
easy listening, because there’s a good 
amount of that which tickles the ear 
and emotions, and it is also well done. 

Most of the titles are new to me: 
Mom, God Heard My Prayer, When 
We Get Home and We'll Understand 
it Better. This is a very abundant 
sound which we would categorize 
“sood entertainment.” 


» One of the most recent efforts in 
keyboard strategy has come to us from 
Zondervan Records: HERMAN VOSS 
AND WENDELL BABCOCK, IN 
KEYBOARD CONCERT (ZLP-558). 
This disc features Babcock on piano 
and Voss on electric organ. They 
move through twelve of the better 
known songs of testimony, but also do 
a newer one by John Peterson, God is 
Love. 

Their performance is uneventful. 
Voss seems to go along for the ride in 
most of the duets, with Babcock han- 
dling nicely the faster-moving tech- 
nical parts. The pianist sounds as if 
he’s really working hard at an exer- 
cise book, occasionally bearing a 
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resemblance to an elementary piano 


recital. This makes the song merely | 
a vehicle to showcase the musician’s 
technique. 


I don’t mean to disparage the use of | 
arrangement or variations on a theme, | 
but I feel that it should sound natural. | 
For example, I noticed that in the lead 
song on side one, the introduction

fifteen seconds’ worth of tune. 

There are some very nice moments 
throughout, when both piano and 
organ seem to flow together, making 
good music. I liked Trust and Obey | 
and No, Not One. Both men take solo | 
spots on the recording. Mr. Babcock 
plays Ring the Bells of Heaven, and 
Mr. Voss does I Walk with the King. 
This is a little-better-than-average | 
record, but it comes a bit short of what | 
one might expect from two such vet- 
erans in the field.

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ON CHURCH MUS/C

Ir IS RARELY 
nowadays that we 
hear an argument 
about the propiety 
of using musical 
instruments in the 
church. Of course, 
there is an oc- 
casional voice to 
remind us that the 
New Testament epistles do not men- 
tion instruments in connection with 
worship services, and that the apostle 
Paul speaks with some scorn of 





“sounding brass” and tinkling cymbal 


(i Cor. 13:1). 

Most scholars agree that this almost 
total silence is due to the fact that the 
eliminated instrumental 


They also 
agree that the Old Testament is re- 
plete with information about large 
bands of cymbals, psalteries and harps 
used in corporate worship and that the 
apostle John on the isle of Patmos 
could foresee harps and trumpets used 
in eternal praise of the triune God. 

In most fellowships today there is 
an organ—pipe or electronic—and this 
historic instrument continues to serve 
the church as it has for hundreds of 
years. But what about other instru- 
ments—brass, woodwind, string or 
percussion? Some may feel that, for 
them, a saxophone or an accordion 
has been spoiled for spiritual purposes 
by its long-time association with blues 
but, generally speaking, 
there seems to be no reason why most 
instruments cannot join the organ and 
piano in praising God. Psalm 150:3 
reminds us that there can be praise 
“Praise him with the 
sound of the trumpet.” 

The principal function of an instru- 
ment in church is that of accompany- 
ing. Most of our denominational 
hymnals do not admit this possibility, 
possibly because orchestras have been 
relegated to the Sunday school. How- 
ever, orchestration is available for 
some of the interdenominational books 


| such as the Service Hymnal (Hope 


Publishing Company), Tabernacle 


|_Hymns No. 5 (Tabernacle), Church 


Service Hymns (Rodeheaver), and 
Triumphant Service Songs (Rode- 
heaver). Churches which use other 
hymnals will find that many of their 


favorite songs would appear in any 
one of these orchestration series. 


LILLENAS PUBLISHING COMPANY has 
made a unique effort to meet the pub- 
lisher’s problem of excessive cost in 
its series “Hymn Orchestration.” They 
supply one book for all nontranspos- 
ing instruments in the treble clef 
(oboe, C saxaphone), one for Bb horns 
in treble clef (clarinet, trumpets), one 
for Eb instruments playing from bass 
clef. Here, too, there are many hymns 
which are common to all songbooks. 


Many pirEcTors have learned that 
orchestral instruments added to the 
choir or the solo accompaniment add 
to the enjoyment of special occasions. 
A violin or oboe will enhance the Bach 
anthem “Jesu, Joy of Man’s Desiring.” 
Two violins or two flutes may join the 
organ, accompanying the aria “Sheep 
May Safely Graze.” A brass group 
is especially effective for such bril- 
liant anthems as “Old Hundred” by 
R. Vaughan Williams (Oxford), 
“Gloria in Excelsis” by Jolley-Hog- 
gard (Shawnee), and “All Hail the 
Power” by Shrubsole-Ward (Flam- 
mer). A brand new anthem, “T'll 
Praise My Maker,” by Pfautsch 
(Abingdon) is based on the Isaac 
Watts version of Psalm 113. A note 
to any publisher asking for a list of 
anthems with instrumental accom- 
paniment would bring a ready re- 
sponse, I’m sure. 

There will not be general agree- 
ment as to the use of instruments 
alone in a church service. Some will 
feel that, except for prelude or post- 
lude, an instrumental “special” has a 
tendency to become an “entertaining” 
feature. It should not be necessary 
to note that there is little spiritual 
edification in melody, harmony or tone 
color alone; any arrangement that is 
chosen should reflect the spirit of the 
text usually associated with that tune. 


TuurLow Spurr of the YFCI staff 
has prepared a new series for Rode- 
heaver Publishing Company, “Grace 
Notes for Trumpets,” which meets this 
need admirably. The settings are 
short and interesting and not exces- 
sively exhibitionist. There are four 
books in the series: 1st trumpet, 2nd 
trumpet, 3rd trumpet and piano. An- 
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other simpler group, “Hymns in Har- 
mony,” has books for twenty-three 
different parts—almost every orches- 
tral instrument! 

Of course, any group of instruments 
can substitute for, or join the organ 
for a prelude or postlude. Try these 
suggestions: 

“Voluntary on Old 100th” by Pur- 
cell (Robert King Music Company); 





“Suite of Christmas Carols” by LeRoy 
Anderson (Mills Music Company); | 
the choral parts of “Sanctus” by | 
Gounod; “O God, Our Help in Ages 
Past” by Mueller.

more tolerable for the land of Sodom | 
in the day of judgment, than for thee” | 
(Matt. 11:23, 24). 


+ THEN to make doubly sure that God 
is just, another book is brought forth, 
“the book of life.” The wicked are 
faced not only by what is written in 
the books of works, but also by what 
is missing in the book of life. Should 
any object to the verdict, reference is 
made to this book, which contains only 
the names of the saved. Absence of 
one’s name is prima-facie evidence of 
the justice of God in meting out the 
proper judgment. And the passage 
ends: “And whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was cast 
into the lake of fire” (Rev. 20:14). 
This is the second death. All deeds, | 
thoughts and words are recorded in 
the books. The only way this record 
may be erased is to have one’s name | 
written in the Lamb’s Book of Life. 
Terrible as it will be to be lost, it 
will be doubly terrible if one has had | 
abundance of light and warning and 
opportunity here in this life. Better 
far never to have heard the gospel at 
all, better never to have heard the 
name of Jesus, than to have lived 
under the sound of the gospel, to have | 
partaken of its blessings and then to be | 
lost at the end. Yea, it were better 
for you if you had never been born. 
How wonderful that the door of 
mercy is still open! After the awful 
judgments recorded in this book, see 
how graciously it closes (Rev. 22:17): 
“And the Spirit and the bride say, 





Come. And let him that heareth say, 
Come. And let him that is athirst 
come. And whosoever will, let him

[> our last lesson we observed the 

Lord Jesus in Jerusalem for the 
Feast of Tabernacles and noted the 
controversy He provoked as He made 
His claim to deity. Now, as we begin 
chapters nine and ten, we see Him 
with His disciples, coming upon a man 
who had been blind from birth. 

The disciples’ question concerning 
the cause of the man’s blindness (9:2) 
shows that they had the same narrow 
concept of suffering that Job’s friends 
had in the Old Testament. They 
thought of suffering as a punishment 
for personal sin. Some suffering is 
punishment, but certainly not all. 
While all suffering can be traced back 
to Adam’s sin (see Rom. 5:12), God 
often has a purpose in allowing 
suffering that we cannot fathom (9:3). 

The Lord Jesus had previously spo- 
ken of Himself as the “light of the 
world” (8:12). Now He repeats this 
(9:5) and illustrates it in the natural 
realm by healing the blind man. Why 
He used the precise method that He 
did is not clear except that He made 
an appeal to the man’s faith. His 
obedience indicated his belief that the 
Lord Jesus could do something for 
him. 

As yet the one-time blind man did 
not fully know the Lord Jesus. Note 
the progress of his knowledge and 
response: at first, “A man that is 
called Jesus” (9:11); then, “He is a 
prophet” (9:17); later, “of God” 
(9:33); and, finally, “Lord, I believe” 
(9:38). 

By performing this miracle on the 
Sabbath day (as He had also done 
in healing the helpless man, chapter 
5), the Lord Jesus sharpened the 
issue. Again we witness that intense

conflict which always must center 
around the person of Christ in this 
sinful world—‘“‘And there was a divi- 
sion among them” (9:16). 

Against the hatred of the religious 
leaders, the wavering of the crowd 
and the temporizing of the parents, 
the seeing man’s testimony is un- 
equivocal and refreshing. He had logic 
on his side, even though he had not 
had formal training. He had an ad- 
vantage over the doubters; something 
had happened to him, and he knew it: 

“One thing I know, that, whereas 
I was blind, now I see” (9:25). Note 
his train of reasoning in John 9:30-33. 
The only answer that the leaders 
could give was no answer at all— 
“They cast him out” (9:34). 

The words of the Lord Jesus at the 
end of the chapter show what a hin- 
drance_ self-righteousness_ is. The 
Pharisees were unaware of any per- 
sonal need of the Saviour; hence they 
could not avail themselves of Him, 
and their responsibility was terrifying.

+ Tue statements made by the Lord 
Jesus that He is the “door” (10:9) 
and the “good shepherd” (10:11) in- 
termingle because in the ancient 
sheepfold the shepherd was literally 
the door. Stationing himself at the 
entryway he afforded the sheep both 
entrance and security. 

Christ is not a door, but the door. 
Again He voices the exclusive claim: 

“I. am the door: by me if any man 
enter in, he shall be saved, and shall 
go in and out, and find pasture” 
(10:9). 

Among the people of Israel, living 
as they did in an agricultural and 
pastoral economy and well acquainted 
with sheep through the temple sacri- 
fices as well as in their ordinary pur- 
suits, the term “sheep” to describe the 
people of God would have deep mean- 
ing. This is a repeated figure in the 
Old Testament. Probably the most 
familiar passage in the Old Testament 
is Psalm 23, known as The Shepherd 
Psalm. Many other passages use the 
same sort of expression (note, for 
example, Psalms 95 and 100). 

In the Old Testament, if God’s peo- 
ple are sheep, then naturally God 
Himself is the Shepherd—‘‘The Lord 
is my shepherd” (Psalm 23:1). Con- 
sequently the Lord Jesus, speaking 
deliberately and with a perfect knowl- 
edge of all the implications and rami- 
fications of His words, was again 
claiming to be God when He said, “! 
am the good shepherd” (10:11). 

His hearers presumably knew the 
Old Testament; therefore He was say- 
ing in effect, “Those passages in th« 
Scripture which call God the Shep- 
herd refer to Me—I am the One de- 
scribed.” This is the conclusion to 
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which the statements come (10:30), 
fully understood by the Jews (al- 
though not accepted by them), 
shown by their now almost automatic 
response (10:31). 

It is impossible to say whether the 
words concerning the Shepherd were 
all spoke on one occasion or at two 
different times. It would seem that 
all the events of chapters 7, 8 and 9 
occurred during the visit at the Feast 
of Tabernacles. Possibly the first 
twenty-one verses of chapter 10 be- 
long also to that visit (see especially 
10:21). We can be sure at least that 
the action from verse 22 on took 
place at the Feast of Dedication, which 
came in December, about two months 
after Tabernacles. Some would refer 
every thing in chapter 10 to that time. 

At any rate, by 10:22 the Lord was 
less than four months away from the 
cross. Opposition was rising; hatred 


was increasing; division was becom- | 


ing more evident between those who 
were His “sheep” and those who were 
not. In spite of all the miracles and 
all the teaching, the religious leaders 
still professed to be in doubt about the 
claims of the Lord Jesus: 


“How long dost thou make us to | 
doubt? If thou be the Christ, tell us | 


plainly” (10:24). 


+ WE have seen that the Gospel of | 
John emphasizes the deity of the Lord | 
Jesus Christ from the Prologue on | 


(1:1). In His message after the heal- 
ing of the helpless man, He claimed 
self-existence as the Father has self- 
existence, and announced Himself as 
the Judge of all (5:22, 26, 27); in His 
discourse on Himself as the “light of 
the world” and the consequent debate 
with the Jews, He appropriated to 
Himself the divine name (8:58). Here 
He again strongly asserts His deity: 

“My sheep hear my voice, and I 
know them, and they follow me: and 
I give unto them eternal life; and they 
shall never perish, neither shall any 
man [anyone] pluck them out of my 
hand. My Father, which gave them 
me, is greater than all; and no man 
[no one] is able to pluck them out of 
my Father’s hand. I and my Father 
are one” (10:27-30). 

The Scripture teaches that the three 
persons of the Godhead—the Father, 
the Son and the Holy Spirit—are one 
and the selfsame God. There is dis- 
tinction between the persons (“I and 
my Father”), but unity of the Essence 
or Being (“one”). (The Moody Cor- 
respondence Course, The Bible Says, 
by Dr. James M. Gray, deals help- 


fully with doctrinal questions such as | 


this.) 

One can scarcely stress strongly 
enough that the enemies of the Lord 
Jesus knew what He was saying. This 
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is clearly explained in the text. When 
they took up stones to stone Him 
(10:31), as they had done before, with 
disarming logic and possibly with 
quiet humor, He asked. 

“Many good works have I showed 
you from my Father; for which of 
those works do ye stone me?” (10:32). 
Their reply proves that they under- 
stood His claims and rejected it and 
Him utterly: 

“For a good work we stone thee 
not; but for blasphemy; and because 
that thou, being a man, makest thyself 
God” (10:33). 

Belief in the Lord Jesus Christ 
cannot be forced, but unbelief ought 
to be consistent by acknowledging 
that Jesus Christ claimed to be God. 
As has been pointed out in a previous 
unit, much unbelief today masquer- 
ades as belief by professing to accept 
the Lord Jesus as a pre-eminent 
teacher and leader, or more subtly 
still by calling Him divine, but re- 
defining the term “divine” to empty 
it of its real meaning. The issue which 
the Gospel of John raises repeatedly 
is this: “Is Jesus God?” The book it- 
self answers, “Yes.” It says that He 
Himself said, “Yes.” Does your heart 
respond, “Yes”? 

“But these are written, that ye 
might believe that Jesus is the Christ, 
the Son of God; and that believing ye 
might have life through his name” 
(20:31). 


+ As you have studied this course, 
you have found that there are many 
unexplored paths, for we have had to 
confine ourselves mainly to the thread 
of the narrative and a mastery, in a 
general way, of the factual contents 
of the book. However, from time to 
time, different study suggestions are 
being made. 

A method that will be profitable to 
you is the study of cross-references 
and parallel passages. Little attempt 
is being made to show the harmony of 
John with the other Gospels, for that 
would enlarge the subject too much 
for this brief study. This is something 
you may want to do for yourself. 

Another way to compare parallel 
passages is that of topical study. Take, 
for example, the subject of Christ as 
the Shepherd, as set forth here in 
chapter 10. We have seen that this is| 
a familiar concept in the Old Testa- 
ment. A concordance will help you to 
discover just how familiar it is. There 
are also other important passages in 
the New Testament which speak of 
Christ in this way. Two passages 
stand out: Hebrews 13:20, 21 and! 
I Peter 5:4. 

In John 10:11 the Lord Jesus calls | 
Himself “the good shepherd.” What

Jesus Prays for His Own 
(Temperance) 


John 17:13-26 
MEMORY SELECTION: I pray not 


that thou shouldest take them out of 
the world, but that thou shouldest 
keep them from the evil_—John 17:15 


Keep in Mind 

i. John 17 is the true Lord’s Prayer. 
What we popularly call the Lord’s 
Prayer was given as a pattern to us, 
but this is His own prayer to His 


| Father just before He went out to His 


final sufferings. 

2. Although the prayer was offered 
before the passion, its whole tone 
suggests the other side of the passion. 
For this little while our Lord lives in 
the glory that was to follow, and antic- 
ipates that ministry of intercession 
which now marks Him as our Great 
High Priest. Hence this has been 
called the High Priestly prayer. 

3. The prayer falls naturally into 
three parts. In verses 1—8 our Lord 
is praying for Himself, while giving 
something of an account of His earthly 
ministry. In verses 9—19 His prayer 
is for those whom He describes as 
“those whom thou hast given me,” 
with special reference to the apostolic 
band. In verse 20 there is a widening 
of the prayer to include those who 
should believe through the apostolic 
testimony—and that, of course, means 
to the end of the age. No doubt the 
petitions in the two latter divisions 
embrace all saints. 


Consider These Points 

1. Prayer for preservation (9-15). 
The Lord contemplates His people in 
the world. It was a world that had 
nothing better than a cross for Him- 


| self, and a world that would heap the 


venom of its hatred for Him on His 
people. Yet He did not ask that they 
should be taken out of the world! 
There are several reasons for that. 
We need the discipline of opposition. 
By this we enter into the fellowship 
of His suffering. And we have a mis- 
sion in and to this hostile world, to 
bear witness to the saving name of 
Christ. So, instead of praying for our 
immediate release from this inimical

world, our Lord prays for a spiritual 
miracle—our safe keeping in the midst 
of all the evil about us. He had pre- 
served His own by means of personal 
guardianship, and now He was turn- 
ing this care over tc the Father. 





Safe in Jehovah’s keeping; 
Kept by His mighty arm! 
God is Himself my refuge, 
A present help from harm. 


2. Prayer for Sanctification (16-19). 
The Lord had sanctified, or con- 
secrated, Himself to the will of the 
Father for the great purposes of re- 
demption. His consecration not only 
secured salvation for men, but it con- 
stitutes a pattern of consecration for 
all His people. Now the Saviour asks 
the Father to effect such sanctification 
in His people, and suggests the means 
—Thy Word. And indeed this is a 
potent instrument for the separating 
of the people of God from unholy 
things and to holy things. Sin and the 
Word are not at all compatible. “This 
Book will keep you from sin; sin will 
keep you from this Book.” This sepa- 
rating, sanctifying, consecrating proc- 
ess is promoted by the word of truth. 
“The washing of water with the word” 
(Eph. 5:26) is our Lord’s way of se- 
curing for Himself “a glorious church, 
not having spot or wrinkle or any such 
thing.” 

3. Prayer for unification (20-23). 
We remember that the Lord’s people 
are being gathered from “every tribe 
and tongue and people and nation.” 
How can they be one? By a great 
super-organization that can whip them 
all into one fold, or by a mighty 
process of compromise that will simply 
ignore differences? Not so. This is 
a spiritual unity, forged in the deep 
places of the soul and not on the sur- 
face of agreements. It is such a unity 
as exists within the Godhead, between 
Father and Son. Our Lord has made 
a signal contribution to that unity, by 
bestowing upon us the glory which 
the Father gave to Him. The means of 
this unity is Christ’s own indwelling, 
and the effect of it is a testimony 
which the world cannot deny nor con- 
fute. Such unity is every Christian’s 
concern,

1. The Place (vv. 17, 18). Outside 
the ancient wall of Jerusalem is a | 
skull-shaped hill which General Gor- | 
don believed was the place of cruci- | 
fixion. It certainly fits the description | 
better than the traditional site. Notice | 
that Jesus began the journey “bearing 
the cross for himself,” as was required 
of condemned men, but the impressing | 
of Simon to bear it (Matt. 27:32) gave | 
rise to the tradition that Jesus fell | 
under its weight because of all He had | 
already suffered. Our hymn, “Must 
Jesus Bear the Cross Alone?” was 
originally a hymn for St. Simon’s day, 
and began, “Must Simon bear the 
cross alone?” 

2. The Title (vv. 19-22). The title, 
instead of being the usual accusation, 
was an acclamation. Written perhaps 
as an insult to the Jews, it doubtless

also expressed Pilate’s secret admira- 
tion for Jesus, and at long last, but too 
late, he stuck to his guns. The king- 
ship of Christ therefore was _ pro- 
claimed for all men—for the world of 
religion, for the world of culture, and 
for the world of military and political 
power. Surely this is an unconscious

3. The Garments (vv. 23, 24). The 


garments of the victim were the rec- 


| ognized booty of the four soldiers de- 


tailed to carry out a crucifixion. Cloth 
always had some value. I wonder 
who made that seamless coat? Could 
it be one of those mentioned in Luke 
8:1-3? Surely it is not allegorizing 
too far to see in that seamless garment 
a picture of the robe of righteousness 
which is His, and which in His death 
He makes over to believing sinners. 

4. The Mother (vv. 25-27). Joseph, 
the foster parent of Jesus and husband 
of Mary, apparently was dead by this 
time. The brothers of Jesus, until this 
time, had shown no sympathy for Him 
or His claims (John 7:5). Their com- 
pany would have been no comfort to 
Mary. The home of John, then, was 
the sanctuary which Jesus chose for 
her. It was a gracious provision. 
There are times when fellow-Chris- 
tians can mean more to us than our 
own kinsfolks. Happily, Jesus’ broth- 
ers also became believers, but it seems 
to have taken the resurrection to win 
them. See Acts 1:12-14. 

5. The Thirst (vv. 28, 29). Intense 
thirst. we are told, is one of the agoniz- 
ing features of crucifixion. Yet I am 
convinced that Jesus would have 
borne His thirst without a word had 
it not been that there was one more 
Scripture which must be fulfilled be- 
fore He died. That was Psalm 69: 21. 
He had refused the wine and myrrh, 
that stupefying mixture which would 
have made Him less sensitive to His 
pain, but He accepted the vinegar to 
honor the Word of God. 

6. The Triumph (v. 30). John alone 
records the cry, “It is finished,” but all 
the others speak of a loud cry, prob- 
ably referring to this. Here then we 
hear, not a last gasp of exhaustion, but 
a shout of victory. He had accom- 
plished the purpose of His coming into 
the world. Salvation was won. Then, 
in keeping with His own statement of 


| John 10: 17,18, He died sovereignly. 


Apply These Truths 

1. He is not only “the King of the 
Jews,” but your King. Have you ac- 
claimed Him? 

2. Is the death of Christ a story or 
a gospel to you? The story says, He 
died. The gospel says, He died for me. 

3. His was the sponge of vinegar 
that ours might be the cup of salvation.

Keep in Mind 

1. None of the evangelists tells all 
the incidents relating to the resurrec- 
tion of Christ. Each one is selective, 
and each one has his own points of 
emphasis. We cannot, therefore, be 
sure of the exact order of the events 
in every detail. The use of a good har- 
mony of the Gospels will be found 
helpful in tying together the four rec- 
ords. One thing is definitely stated— 
that Mary Magdalene was the first one 
to whom the risen Christ appeared 
(Mark 16:9), and John gives the de- 
tails of that meeting. 

2. Matthew tells us that Jesus 
greeted the women on the morning of 
His resurrection with “All Hail” 
(Matt. 28:9), or more simply, “Re- 
joice,” which is the Greek greeting. 
But He entered the upper room where 
the disciples were huddled in fear 
with “Peace,” the Hebrew greeting. 
His greetings are always appropriate. 
To the sorrowing He brings joy, and 
to the fearful peace. 


Consider These Points 

1. The Open Tomb (vv. 11-18). By 
all human considerations that tomb 
ought to have been closed. It had been 
closed, and sealed with the Roman 
seal to make it inviolate, and guarded 
by soldiers to assure against intrusion. 
But it was open. The seal was broken, 
the soldiers were fled, and Mary could 
look in without challenge. It is rather 
remarkable that the presence of the 
angels did not stir fear and panic in 
Mary. Her sorrow seemed to render 
her impervious to fear. Or did her 
tears blind he to the radiance of these 
heavenly messengers? She was bent 
on one thing—to find the body of 
Jesus. So, when the living Lord stood 
before her, she did not recognize Him. 
He was to her only someone who 
might direct her to the object of het 
desire. 

But when He spoke her name, rec- 
ognition returned. To her, however, it 
was a return of the old order. He was 
again the dear teacher, and she would 
hold Him fast as just that. She would 
again know Him “after the flesh” (see 
II Cor. 5:16). Hence the rebuke. He 
would invite others to touch Him for 
evidential purposes. but Mary—and 
all of us—must learn to know Him 
not after an earthly fashion, but after 
a heavenly fashion—to hold Him with

N 1946 regional accreditation 

for Bible colleges was still a 
dream. On December 2, 1960, 
this achievement became a re- 
ality when Barrington College 
of Rhode Island, accredited 
since 1948 by the Accrediting 
Association of Bible Colleges, 
was regionally accredited by 
the New England Association 
of Colleges.

2. The Closed Door (vv. 19-23). The 
closed door was no barrier to the risen 
| Lord. Into the midst of the trembling 
| disciples He came with His word of 
| peace, showing them the hands and 
| side that bore the marks of His suffer- 

ing. Convinced of His identity, and 
| therefore of the reality of His resur- 
| rection, their fearful hearts were made 
| glad. 

| Revelation is followed by commis- 
sion. Enlightened men are sent men. 
| Christ imposes. responsibility. The 
| world must know, for this is the word 
| of eternal life, more important by far 
| than any discovered secret of nature 
which widens men’s horizon. 

To teach nuclear fission a man needs 
academic training, but to proclaim 
| the risen Lord one requires an endue- 
| ment of power from on high. Where- 
| fore, “Receive ye the Holy Ghost.” 
| This was a command as well as a be- 
| stowal, and when, fifty days later, the 

blessed Holy Spirit came in power 
| upon them, they were ready to receive 
| Him. On us also is the divine gift be- 
| stowed. But have we received Him? 
| Men so enlightened, so commis- 
| sioned, so endued, carry heavy re- 








| sponsibility. The remission and reten- 
| tion of sin, forgiveness and judgment, 
| are in their message. How men re- 
| spond to their proclamation seals 
| eternal destiny. It is no light thing to 
| know that we are “a savour of life 
| unto life or of death unto death.” Pity 
|it is that this great passage has been 
| made a matter of controversy and sac- 

erdotal privilege instead of a call to 
| faithful discharge of our saving mis- 
| sion. 


| Apply These Truths 

1. What seems cause for tears may 
|rather be reason for song. Consider 
| Mary and the empty tomb. 

| 2. Being shut in with the risen Lord 
is but preparation for going forth in 
His name. 





April 9 
The Source of True Wisdom 
Proverbs 1:2-7; Job 28:20-28 


MEMORY SELECTION: If any of 
you lack wisdom, let him ask of God, 
that giveth to all men liberally, and 
upbraideth not: and it shall be given 
him.—James 1:5 





Keep in Mind 

1. A proverb in the biblical sense is 
'a similitude, or ¢omparison, having 
the same basic meaning as the parable 
of the New Testament. Our usage of 
the word “proverb” is secondary. 
| 2. The Book of Proverbs contains 
| several collections of these similitudes 
from Solomon (10:1; 25:1). But see 


also 24:23; 30:1; 31:1. Solomon, then, 
is not exclusively the writer of the 
book, although his hand penned the 
great bulk of it. Critics dispute the 
extent of the Solomonic authorship. 

3. Note the contrast between Solo- 
mon and Job. Solomon speaks from 
the throne, Job from the ash heap. 
One has all that heart could crave of 
this world, the other has been stripped 
of everything. Yet both speak on the 
same theme of wisdom, and both as- 
cribe it ultimately to God, insisting 
that the fear of the Lord is the gate- 
way into its vast domain. 


Consider These Points 

1. The End of the Search (Job 28: 
20-28). The question is, “Where shall 
wisdom be found?” (v. 12). Man can 
find silver and gold and iron and brass 
and sapphires and coral and crystal 
and all such precious things as are 
hidden in the bowels of the earth. But 
wisdom, more precious than all of 
these, eludes his search. While he lives 
he cannot track it down, and in the 
realm of the dead he is equally help- 
less to find it. The nearest he arrives is 
to hear a rumor that somewhere it 
exists. Yet there are evidences of wis- 
dom all about us, which man can ob-

serve. Air pressure regulating the 
winds, the distribution of waters in 
the exact proportion to sustain life, the 
laws of evaporation and condensation, 
the electrical discharges seen as light- 
ning. All these are indications of a 
wisdom to which man is a stranger. 
It is the wisdom of God. Yet there is a 
door by which men may enter into 
this realm and actually begin to share 
this excellency of God. “The fear of 
the Lord, that is wisdom.” That is the 
answer to the search, the end of the 
quest. 

2. The Beginning of the Process 
(Prov. 1:1-7). Solomon begins where 
Job ends. But we are a little too fast. 
The prologue (vv. 1-6) gives us the 
purpose of all the proverbs given by 
the son of David. In general, the pur- 
pose is to import wisdom. This is 
stated generally with reference to all 
men, (vv. 3, 4) then particularly with 
reference to the simple (v. 4), and to 
the man who has already attained a 
degree of wisdom (vv. 5, 6). The goal 
is not simply intellectual, but also 
practical and ethical; to teach men 
how to prosper in their dealings with 
others, but even more important, how 
to apply the principles of equity and 
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justice. “Subtilty” is not used here in 
the bad sense of craftiness, but in the 
good sense of shrewdness or sagacity. 
Notice that there is wisdom for the 
wise also, that he may become a safe 
counsellor for others in addition to 
handling his own affairs well. 

Where, then, should one begin in 
this process of getting wisdom? The 
very first step is “the fear of the 
Lord.” Without that a man may indeed 
become crafty and cunning, but wis- 
dom will pass him by, and all his 
knowledge will be without focus. 

What, then, is “the fear of the 
Lord”? Today we try to soften the 
term, and relegate it to the Old Testa- 
ment. But it is in the New Testament 
too (see II Cor. 5:11), and a restora- 
tion of godly fear would deliver us 
from our smug attitude to sin. Call it 
reverence if you will, so long as it 
makes us afraid of offending God 
more than of anything else. To me the 
fear of the Lord has no better defini- 
tion than “the fear of the Lord.” It is 
an essential element in true worship. 


Apply These Truths 
1. Begin with the fear of the Lord, 
and it will save you a lot of searching. 
2. If you are simple, pursue wisdom. 
If you are wise, you will pursue more 
wisdom. 


April 16 
When the Rightous Suffer 
Job 2:3-6; 19:13-21 


MEMORY SELECTION: Blessed is 
the man that endureth temptation: 
for when he is tried, he shall receive 
the crown of life, which the Lord hath 
promised to them that love him.— 
James 1:12 


Keep in Mind 

1. Why do the righteous suffer? 
That question has disturbed men ever 
since there were men to suffer and to 
search out reasons. Many answers 
have been given, but men go on en- 
quiring. The Bible goes far beyond 
human speculation, but even revela- 
tion has left room for both enquiry 
and faith—especially the latter. 

The Book of Job specifically deals 
with this question, yet it is far from 
giving the answer, for it is only at 
Calvary that the mystery rises to its 
full height, and the dilemma comes 
nearest solution. 


2. The Book of Job is possibly the 
oldest in the Bible. Its story is set in 
the patriarchal age, and the writing 
was probably contemporary, though 
some critics make it as late as the days 
of Jeremiah. 





3. I am taking some freedom with 
the text. Instead of confining myself 
to the printed portion, I am including 
most of chapter 19, because it is so 
much of a piece. At the same time, for 
the sake of logical progression, I am 
inserting the portion in chapter 2 be- 
tween two sections of chapter 19. 


Consider These Points 

1. Things as they appear (Job 19: 
6-22). 

(a) Job attributes his suffering to 
God (vv. 6-12). He sees God acting 
as an enemy, sending His troops 
against him from all quarters, cutting 
off every avenue of escape, and, to 
cap it all, refusing him an opportunity 
to plead his cause as in a court of law. 
This is one of the darkest portions in 
the book, but light breaks before the 
chapter is finished. 

(b) Job bemoans the alienation of 
his friends (vv. 13-22). In the days 
of his prosperity, his friends were 
many, his kinsfolks basked in his 
greatness, children treated him with 
respect, and his servants waited upon 
his every wish. Now all was changed. 
If any came near him, it was to treat 
him with chilly contempt. Children 
mocked him, servants ignored him, 
while even his wife was estranged 
from him. It was a cruel loneliness. 
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Even the three who sat with him only 
distressed him with their heartless 
arguments, and he cries out for pity. 

2. Things as they are (Job 2:1-6). 

(a) Job at this time did not know 
what was transpiring behind the cur- 
tain. While it was not God who was 
buffeting him, the buffeting was with 
divine permission. More than that, 
the limits of the affliction were pre- 
scribed by God, and beyond those lim- 
its the adversary could not go. 

(b) But who was this adversary, 
persecuting a saint of God with God’s 
permission? He was none other than 
Satan, exercising his right of access 
into the presence of God with the sons 
of God (doubtless angels). He was re- 
porting his activities as “prince of this 
world.” It is good to know that he has 
not a completely free hand. He must 
act within the bounds of the divine 
permission. 

(c) Job could not know—not yet, 
at any rate—that he was the battle- 
ground of a spiritual warfare. Satan 
was challenging God with respect to 
this “perfect and upright man.” It was 
not simply an aspersion on Job’s sin- 
cerity, but a challenge to the work of 
God in a man’s soul. There may be 
more of this in our temptations and 
trials than we are aware of. Thus, the 
issue was not so much how Job would 
react, but it was the honor of God. 

3. Things as they will be (Job 19: 
23-27). Although Job’s view of his 
present situation was distorted, first 
by the extremity of the affliction, and 
then by his lack of knowledge of what 
was back of it all, yet there was light 
in his darkness. His distress was not 
the last chapter. Not even death was 
the last chapter. God was not only the 
Judge, who in the end would give 
righteous judgment; He was also the 
Redeemer, who would one day appear 
on earth. This would mean resurrec- 
tion. Here, amid all the gloom, is one 
of the brightest flashes of hope in all 
the Old Testament. 


Apply These Truths 

1. When you suffer, don’t lay blame. 
It will not help, and you will probably 
be wrong anyhow. 

2. When you suffer, submit and pray 
and trust.

THE GRANDEUR OF GOLGOTHA, by Neil M. Fraser 
(Loizeaux Brothers, New York, 128 pages, $2.00) 


T# riches and depths of this splen- 

did book of twelve meditations on 
the death of Christ are announced in 
the title. The contents include lucid 
exposition and devotional comment, 
besides logical analysis of great doc- 
trinal themes. 

The first chapter points out several 
ways in which Christ Himself pre- 
dicted His own death and applied its 
message of sacrifice to all who would 
sincerely follow Him. Other chapters 
covering the significance, the miracles 
and the last words of the Cross present 
historical fact, spiritual application 
and strong incentives for worship. 

The “Last Words” of Christ are 
classified into three cries: of tender- 
ness, of tragedy, of triumph. Fraser 
treats the fourth word, “My God! 
Why hast thou forsaken me?” in the 


usual way, believing it to be a literal 


statement of holy complaint by Christ 
to the Father for abandoning Him at 
this solemn and sacred hour. The 
author calls this “the orphan cry” but 
links it with Psalm 22:1 in an inspir- 
ing way. 

The final six’ chapters are char- 
acterized by strong exhortations. The 


language and style of the book are | 


more for mature Christians than 
either babes in Christ or the general 
run of readers. Although no single 
subject is treated exhaustively, the 
reader requires considerable effort of 
concentration to profit from the spir- 
itual riches of this book. 

Preachers of the gospel will find 
enrichment for their own souls and 
their messages in this book.—Alex- 
ander M. Dodds 


Christians Abroad 


ASSIGNMENT: OVERSEAS, by John 
Rosengrant and others (Crowell, 
New York, 152 pages, $1.95) 


HE purpose of this publication is 

stated in the subtitle, “How to be a 
welcome resident and a worthy Chris- 
tian abroad.” The reader will find 
“facts, ideas, suggestions, and the con- 
sidered opinions of a variety of ex- 
perts that should substantially help 
Americans ... overseas—.” 

Chapter-titles are well chosen, and 
contents carefully written. Subjects 
are pertinent, and suggestions prac- 
tical. “Resources for Expanding Pop- 
ulations” gives a quick view of the 
population explosion, and the world’s 
potential to meet its needs; “A Look 


at Foreign Affairs” and “—at the Gov- 
ernment Exchange Program” briefly 
examine the U. S. foreign policy and 
its tremendous burdens. “Cultural 
Empathy” and “Many Cultures and 
Our Own Witness” should be re- 
printed and given to every U. S. cit- 
izen who travels abroad. 

The views concerning the Christian 
faith and mission are those of the 
ecumenical movement per se. 
though excellently written, 
not reflect the emphasis of evangel- 
ical Christians.

Herod in History 


THE LIFE AND TIMES OF HEROD 
THE GREAT, by Stewart Perowne 
(Abingdon Press, Nashville, 187 
pages, $5.50) 


[TERATURE on Herod the Great is 

not plentiful, important though he 
is in Bible history. Most Bible stu- 
dents know little about Herod except 
that he perpetrated the “slaughter 
of the innocents.” This volume by 
Perowne provides a useful addition to 
the field as well as a readable biog- 
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raphy. The author, 
garnered material from early writ- 
ers as well as from archaeology, finds 
his chief source of information in 
Josephus. 

While the volume generally can be 
recommended, several criticisms must 
be made. Throughout, Perowne acts 
somewhat as a special pleader for his 
“hero.” Herod’s faults, though ac- 
knowledged, are minimized — espe- 
cially with regard to the last miser- 
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Moreover, on several occasions the 
popular style in which the book is 
written descends beyond the realm 
of good taste; e.g., “Many of his sup- 
porters had already ratted” (p. 75); 
“Antigonus tried to queer the pitch” 
(p. 42). 

We also object to dating the Book 
of Deuteronomy at the time of King 
Josiah (p. 129) and to the slur cast on 
Old Testament religion as a low spir- 
itual conception “of a god who de- 
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| and his Sin,” 


| lighted in the flesh of bulls and 
sheep” (p. 141). 

After reading of Herod that both his 
| parents were of Arab stock (p. 45), it 
|is surprising, to say the least, to be 
| told in the closing summary of his life 
| that “he was a Jew, and outwardly a 
| pious, even ardent Jew” (p. 179). We 
| fear that Perowne reveals a lack of 

discernment of Israel’s present and 
| prophesied future when he disparages 
| “the minority [of the Jews] that still 
H pursues the nationalist phantom” 
1 (p. 179). 

| Despite these objections the book is 
worthwhile reading for every person 
interested in Bible history.—G. Cole- 
| man Luck 


|For Young Believers 


| FAITH TO GROW ON, by Joseph F. 
| Green, Jr. (Broadman Press, Nash- 
| ville, 128 pages, $2.50) 


This is intended as an introduction 
| to evangelical Christianity. For a 
| young Christian, either in age or in 
'experience or both, here is a book 
that touches most of the salient fea- 
tures of our faith. Easily read, it 
nevertheless gives great scope for 
teaching in that the contents of each 
chapter are bound to give rise to ques- 
tions. These in turn should inspire 
discussion to great profit in the hands 
of a competent teacher. 

Chapter titles are suggestive. “Kinds 
of Belief” separates Evangelicalism 
from Catholicism, and discusses Sec- 
tarianism, Modernism and what the 
author calls Pseudo-Evangelicalism. 
“The Bible in History” gives a quick 
review of church history, related to 
the place given to the Bible in various 
groups and eras. 

“The Bible Story” introduces in- 
spiration, authority, and interpreta- 
tion. Relative to inspiration, it is un- 
fortunate that the author included the 
sentence, “An honest examination of 
the Bible itself, however, indicates 
that we cannot know enough about the 
writers’ inspiration to be dogmatic 
about it.” This is confusing! 

Other good titles include: “Man 
“Jesus Christ the God- 
Creation,’ “The 
“Eternal 


Man,” “A New 
Church of Jesus Christ,” 


Kingdom.” The author’s own per- 
sonal opinion is seen in the statement 
that “many careful evangelical Bible 
scholars agree that a millennialism is 
more consistent with more Scriptures 
than either of the alternative views.” 

“Many careful evangelical scholars” 
would take strong exception to this! 

Attractively written in conversa- 
tional style, Faith to Grow On is, on 
the whole, good reading. — Irvine 
Robertson 


Improving Preaching 


HOW TO IMPROVE YOUR 
PREACHING, by Bob Jones, Jr. 
(Kregel, Grand Rapids, 151 pages, 
$2.50) 


This book is directed toward the 
young man in the ministry and the 
one who feels that he has not had 
adequate formal training in the field 
of sermon preparation and delivery. 
On this assumption, Dr. Jones asks for 
the preacher to “preach the Word.” 

But just to say “Preach the Word!” 
does not get the job done. In four 
chapters the writer highlights the task 
of sermonizing, using modern termi- 
nology instead of the old cliches. He 
dwells heavily on the psychological 
side of preaching, mainly in the areas 
of audience interest and appeal. To 
Dr. Jones, the pulpit is the preacher’s 
throne, therefore, he must grace it 
well in appearance, voice and delivery. 
Added are two chapters on radio and 
television speaking which are highly 
practical.—Donald G. Smith 


A Woman of Algeria 


THE TURTLE DOVE, by Ferdinand 
Duchene (Moody Press, Chicago, 
256 pages, paper, 89¢) 


Before reading this gripping story 
of the mountains of Algeria, the 
reader should note the foreword by 
the translators. Duchene, writing in 
French, has stated, “All that I have 
written is true or possible. For every 
episode I could cite references, tes- 
timonies and court judgments.” This 
affirmation is necessary. 

In the tragic life of Thamilla, the 
Turtle Dove, the author has depicted 
the possible lot of the women of 
Muslim Algeria. Unbelievable it may 
seem to some and many will be 
startled by the horror of the lives of 
“millions of women who know only 
slavery to the whims, domination and 
passions of men.” 

The Turtle Dove is meant essen- 
tially as a call to prayer for the women 
who live in lands where Islam pre- 
vails.—Irvine Robertson

a soldier stationed at a Nike post in 
the church’s area, made his decision 
to spend some of his time while on 


duty in studying the course. One 
night, after having progressed part 
way into the study, he bowed in 


prayer and received assurance of his 
salvation. Since then he has been bap- 


' tized and has united with the Haw- 





thorne church. 

Often The Good News course brings 
to light hidden problems. One student, 
having completed the course, checked 
the words, “I am still not saved. I am 
definitely interested in being saved.” 
Then he added, “Should I confess my 
sins to the minister of the church?” 
As a result he received the help he 
wanted and needed through personal 
counseling. 

Pastor Braunlin’s church began its 
use of the Bible study community 
evangelism program in January, 1960. 
“For years,” he says, “we had looked 
for the answer to two needs: first, an 
intelligent, dignified approach in 
evangelizing the general public, and 
second, some follow-up material for 
new converts that would have a more 
continuing value than the usual liter- 


ature. In the year during which we 
have carried on the program The 
Good News course has fulfilled these 
hopes.” 

In the case of the Hawthorne 
church, the first step was the approval 
of the plan by the church board. Next, 
the church arranged the financing of 
the course, in their case through in- 
come from its Book Room (Cost of 
the course is one dollar plus the cost 
of printing cards). 

Thirdly, several thousand copies of 
the enrollment cards were ordered. 
These were distributed in several 
ways. Some were given to church 
members with the suggestion that they 
be used in conversations with neigh- 
bors, business associates, fellow work- 
men and the like. Others were used 
in the church’s annual door-to-door 
visitation program last spring and in 
weekly visitation since that time. Such 
personal distribution was _ supple- 
mented by announcements to listeners 
of the church’s local broadcast and 
to readers of its small paper, Fellow- 
ship. Finally, the course was offered 
to each new convert in the church’s 
summer evangelistic meetings. 


A former tavern converted to a Bible house, this modern-looking book room underwrites the 


| cost of the successful Good News Correspondence program at the Hawthorne Gospel Church. 
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+ AFTER a year of carrying out this 
program, Pastor Braunlin makes sev- 
eral observations. First, the simplicity 
and the economy of the plan make it 
a useful aid to those engaged in per- 
sonal work. “When dealing with peo- 
ple who show interest in the things 
of God, but do not feel they are ready 
to decide for Christ,” he points out, 
“it is easy and natural to suggest that 
they undertake this simple Bible 
study course, signing them up then 
and there.” 

Second, he believes that the course 
is ideal for new converts who can be 
enrolled at the time they make their 
decision for Christ. “Some of our peo- 
ple,” he adds, “carry a few enrollment 
cards to work and when there is op- 
portunity to witness for Christ, even 
to unbelievers, they offer the corre- 
spondence course as a good way to 
learn more about the subject.” In this 
case the course often becomes an im- 
portant means of evangelism. 

Third, the course helps the indi- 
vidual to place himself with definite- 


ness according to his _ particular 


spiritual need. The New Jersey pastor | 


points out that this is largely due to 
the “Personal Answer” page at the 
close of the textbook. Here the stu- 
dent is invited to indicate his own 
position, either as having been con- 
verted before taking the course, while 
taking it or then and there while com- 
pleting it. If he is unsaved, he is in- 
vited to indicate his interest in being 
saved. The latter choice is made even 
more helpful by an invitation to men- 
tion special problems. These can then 








be dealt with by the examiner grading | 


the lesson. 

“One of our enrollees, for example,” 
Pastor Braunlin recalls, “completed 
the course and checked the statement, 
IT am definitely interested in being 
saved.’ Then he added the comment, 
‘My relatives always ask whether I 
forget that I was born of Jewish par- 
ents? Must I ignore them?’ When the 
Correspondence School marked his 
papers, they returned them with a 
warm personal letter showing the 
necessity of confessing Christ, and 
they sent a copy of the letter to us. 
We, in turn, asked a Christian worker 
to visit the student in New York City 
to try to be of further help.” 

From Michigan, from Utah, from 
Virginia—from all parts of the coun- 
try come similar reports. Pastors, 
church workers and students report 
that this combined program of visita- 
tion and Bible study is touching and 
changing lives. Altogether the com- 
munity evangelism program is looked 
upon as an effective means of laying 
the good news of salvation at the 
doorstep of a needy world. END

He might bring a 
better message as a result! 

J.P. Well, everyone sings (some 
not too well, I admit). So when we 
all do one thing together we become 
one solid unit ready to hear God's 
word. 

P.M. That’s right. Singing causes 
a feeling of togetherness so that as a 
group we can respond to the challenge 
presented later. 

T.W. Don’t forget that singing will 
make the non-Christian visitor feel 
closer to us and make him more open- 
minded to receive God’s word. 


Q. How can we vary our music 
program? 

P.M. I like to learn new choruses, 
Especially those based on a Scripture 
text. 

J.P. In our youth group we some- 
times suggest choruses to sing. But 
we don’t let our song leader use that 
as an excuse not to pick out songs. 

S.R. We like to choose songs re- 
lated to the theme of the meeting. 

J.B.S. Special music always adds 
sparkle to the service, too. 


Q. And just how often should we 
feature special music in a _ youth 
group? 

P.M. Not too often. Specials ought 
to be in church services mostly. 

J.B.S. Not so fast! I want to hear 
all the specials I can. A purpose of 
our youth group is to train us and to 
give opportunity for service.

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J.M. A good solo or duet sung from 
the heart really helps me to worship 
the Lord better. 


Q. Real good. And how can we 
improve the total music program in 
the youth activities of the church? 

J.P. The pianist and song leader 
should be good—and be able to work 
tog ther. 

J.M. And they ought to be well 
prepared. 

E.B. And good preparation stems 
from good organization. 

VS. I think varied participation 
works, too. Everyone who can should 
contribute to the music program. 

Q. That pretty well covers the 
young people’s program, gang. How 
about music at camp? 

FE.B. Here’s a good place for songs 
related to nature. “When through 
the woods and forest glades I wander 

then sings my soul, How great 
Thou art.”

If 
what I do will hurt another Christian, 
I stop. 


Q. Just what does the Bible say 
about music? 

J.P. All through the Old Testa- 
ment we read that music can help one 
praise God. 

J.B.S. But it’s the song in the heart 
that’s most important. It says in 
Ephesians, “singing and making mel- 
ody in your heart to the Lord.” I 
don’t want to sing anything I don't 
really mean. 


Q. One more question about music 
in church services.

|church, but will govern what you 
listen to for pleasure. 

As Christians our “pleasure” music 
should never be a stumbling block to 
others, or give wrong impressions to 
those who are carefully observing our 
lives from day to day. 

Concerning music at social func- 
tions, I feel that sometimes we unin- 
tentionally make light of the gospel. 
At a banquet, for instance, we often 
do damage to the spirit of sacred song 
by placing a beautiful gospel number 
between two hilarious jokes, or by 
singing jingles containing a few sacred 
words, such as “Do Lord” or “Hallelu.”

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Q. I'm a Christian and try to live a 
dedicated life. But my family just won't 
let me forget my sinful past! I’ve never 
repeated those sins of my unconverted 
days, but they still keep throwing them 
at me. How can I stop them? 


A. Let’s get a couple of things clear 
right from the start. First, your prob- 
lem isn’t with what your family says, 
but with yourself and how you react 
to what they say and do. Second, your 
battle isn’t with Mom and Dad but 
with your invisible enemy, Satan, who 
is trying to use them to discourage 
you. And once Satan sees that he isn’t 
going to defeat you, he’ll change his 
tactics and your problem will end. 

You say you’re a Christian. Wonder- 
ful! That means you can claim Romans 
8:31-39. Who can condemn you or 
charge you with sin? Nobody! Why? 
Because Christ died for you and lives 
today to represent you in heaven! Rest 
on this truth until you have peace in 
your heart concerning past sins. 

Satan loves to accuse Christians. 

(Read Zech. 3:1-5 and Rev. 12:10). 
"a uses other people to do this, even 
though they may be ignorant of his 
workings.

he does because it transforms him into 
Superman. 

I suggest you have your mom and 
dad talk frankly with him, explaining 
that you can’t be replaced by a lovely 
marble tombstone. They should do this 
without you around, however, so you 
won’t embarrass him too much. 

Or you might have some teenager he 
respects have a man-to-man chat with 
him. I assume your boyfriend is a 
Christian. Have him read Romans 13 
and see his obligation to obey and 
respect the law. Undergird all of this 
with prayer and you can be sure 
something positive will happen. 


Q. The couple who sponsor our 
church youth group just don’t under- 
stand teenagers. All we hear is, “Now, 
when we were young people!” 


How can we get rid of them? 

A. “Get rid of them” 
have the wrong attitude toward them. 
They just need to be “clued in.” Try 
this: (1) Start all the teens praying 
specifically for your sponsors, not 
against them. (2) Share the burden 
with your pastor in a positive way, 
telling him how eager you are to make 
the youth program better. (3) Suggest 
that the church provide up-to-date 
youth materials for the sponsors, 
Christian teen magazines, etc. (4) Be 
an encouragement and help to your 
sponsors in a personal way. (5) Be a 
soul-winner and build the youth 
group! Success will either force your 
sponsors out or encourage them to do 
better. 

But be sure your own attitude is 
not critical. Love never fails!

’M just a stupid 
parent! 

How do I know? 
Because my seven- 
teen-year-old said 
so. She ought to 
know. She knows 
everything: 

At first I thought 
her observation was 
just a localized re- 
action, so to dis- 
prove her theory I checked it out with 
other teenagers. She was right—they 
were in unanimous agreement that all 
parents are stupid, and I am one of 
the worst—strictly from Stupeville! 

This came as quite a shock. Then 
trying to be objective, I asked her 
point blank, “Why do you kids think 
we parents are stupid?” 

She let me have it right between 
the eyes! She reeled off her answers 
so rapidly you would think she had 
given it much thought. I don’t re- 
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member all she said but it ran some- 
thing like this: 

1. You’re old-fashioned, out of 
touch . . . use expressions we don’t 
use anymore. 

2. You don’t understand me—don’t 
make any effort. 

3. I’m tired of hearing that same old 
story of the “good old days”... how 
in my day I did this or did that... 
how mother trudged twenty miles to 
school every day, walking barefoot in 
the snow (even in summer), without 
shoes, only a thin ragged sweater, 
carrying ten books .. . and still got 
straight A’s while holding down a 
full-time job. 

4. I’m tired of seeing your old report 
cards from the attic with all those 
high grades. What about the ones you 
don’t show me? 

5. Tired of hearing that line, “Based 
on my experience.” Your experience 
doesn’t apply in this jet-age. 

6. You’re too suspicious—always 


Tired of hearing how Mother walked 20 miles 


to school, barefoot, in the snow... 
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think the worst ... don’t trust us... 
always give us that old third degree 
checkup. 


Well, when she finished, you can 
imagine how I felt! 

“At what age did you think you 
knew all the answers,” I asked? 

Refore she could answer, my eight- 
year-old son piped up, “When I was 
eight I knew all the answers .. . I 
could answer every question the 
teacher asked me!” That placed the 
age of knowing all the answers earlier 
than I had imagined. 

“Is there any hope for me?” I asked. 
“You know, parents like to feel 
needed . . . like to feel loved.”

+ Later that day I tried to think of 
times when I had felt had 
that sense of belonging.

3. Remind me to get the buns for the 
band banquet . . . bring my clarinet 
to school, you just gotto .. . I forgot it. 

4. Tell Mom to have dinner ready 
early so you can drive me to the 


game. 
5. I need money for my dues. 
6. I'm sick .. . take me to the doctor. 


7. Can I have the car tonight? 

8. I need some money. Ditto! Ditto! 
Ditto! 

9. What d’ya mean I hafta pay for 
my own gas? 

10. I have to cart all this stuff to 
school—you’ll just have to take me. 

11. Write me an excuse for being 
late. 

12. Stand by . 
run out of gas. 

13. Daddy, I need your help. I seem 
to be having a bit of trouble. 

14. It’s my night to get my teeth 
braces checked. 

15. Our young people need trans- 
portation to the Singspiration . . . if 
you would just make five trips. 

It’s easy to see that one of the duties 
of a stupid parent is to stand by in 
readiness to be needed. He is sole 
owner of the Stupid Parent’s Taxi 
Service. It’s nice to be needed! 

After the initial shock of learning 
my state, I went to the dictionary to 
look up the word “stupid,” in order 
to analyze the situation: 

Webster: Stupid: 1. Wanting in un- 
derstanding: in a state of stupor; 
stupified. 

2. Sluggish in understanding; slow- 
witted: crassly foolish. 

3. Resulting from, or showing 
mental dullness; foolish; witless; as a 
stupid book.

+ Att of this, of course, left me very 
discouraged, but since that time I 
have made some interesting observa- 
tions (no credit on my part, of course). 

I have discovered that, in spite of 
being regarded as stupid at home, my 
teenager says at school I’m the great- 
est. This is, no doubt, a defense 
mechanism. She probably feels that if 
her school mates knew of my true 
state, it would reflect on her. 

I found out also that all teenagers 
aren’t as critical of their parents. 
There are exceptions. One boy said to 
me recently, “I believe parents are 
worth having when there is no one 
else to turn to.” 

This made me suspect (Remember 
what she said? “You’re too suspi- 
cious.”) that maybe parents have 
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It's nice to feel needed... 


more upstairs than their offsprings 
give them credit for. Maybe they’re 
just stupid like foxes—in fact, as I 
think back, my daughter admitted this 
a couple of times. 

Recently she commended me for 
some advice I had given her. “You 
know, Dad, when I wanted to pay for 
the dinner the time my boy friend was 
almost broke . . . and you said ‘Don’t 
offer, you'll hurt his pride’? Well, it 
turned out to be right. He would have 
been terribly offended. I’m sure glad 
you told me. He’s just like you—real 
pride, y'know. He reminds me a lot 
of you at times.” 

And another day she said, “Thanks, 
Dad, for driving me to school. I never 
could have made it walking with my 
eight books, purse, lunch, clarinet and 
gym shoes. I’m sorry this will make 
you late for work.” 

Then there was the night of the 
great dramatic problem. Daughter was 
dressing to go out. She had raced 
through dinner and the rest of us were 
still eating. Suddenly, she let out a 
screech, ran to the kitchen and 
flopped in a chair, affecting that glassy 
look teenagers get when they are in 
the midst of a great, dramatic crisis. 

“Oh, no... oh, no. It can’t happen 
to me,” she wailed. 


“What’s wrong,” we yelled. “Ap- 
pendicitis? Leprosy?” 

“I just remembered—I accepted a 
date with Bob and Bill.” 


“Fine,” we said. “It’s nice to be 
popular.” 
“But they’re both for tonight! 


What’ll I do? What’ll I do? It’s almost 
time. They'll be here any minute.” 

This was indeed an emergency, and 
I could see she was in no condition to 
meet it. “Bob’s the one that’s nuts ove1 
cars, isn’t he,” I asked? “And he 
usually comes early ... hmmm... go 
finish getting ready . . . I think there’s 
away...” 

She gave me that “what can you do; 
you’re from another era” look. 

“Go on, finish getting ready ... go 
on, it’s an order.” 

Bob arrived shortly, but by then, 
the family car was backed out in the 
driveway. The hood was raised, and 
I had my head down in the motor, try- 
ing to disconnect the carburetor. Bob 
saw the car and changed his course. 
“Having carburetor trouble? Here, let 
me give you a hand... I’m an old 
hand at motors.” 

“Let’s shove it in the garage, Bob. 
I have a pair of coveralls you can put 
on,” I said. He’s a whiz with cars. 

Three hours later, after my daughter 
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half the vocabulary words and was 
quite surprised that I knew 120.

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| Secrets of Victory 


[= me remind you that this is to 
be the second of two articles on 
triumphant Christian living. We are 
trying to find out how those Chris- 
tians who seem spiritually and psy- 
chologically downtrodden can be, in- 
stead, joyously victorious. 

We saw last month from the Scrip- 
tures how Paul was completely trium- 
phant over acute physicai disabilities, 
over psychological pressures and frus- 
trations, over adverse circumstances 
of all kinds. This month we are go- 
ing to look for the principles by which 
Paul’s victory was won. 

Remember that our method in these 


| studies leads us to find what the Bible 
| itself says; so be ready to look up the 
| Bible verses and to answer 
| tions in your notebook. 


the ques- 


+ THERE are two chief victory prin- 
ciples in Paul’s life. The first is his 
utter denial of self. 

You will find the theory of this ex- 
plained in Galatians 2:20, a very well- 
By the word “TI” at the 
beginning of the verse, Paul means 
himself as a person existing in his own 
right, with his own desires and ambi- 
tions for himself. 

What does Paul say has happened 
to this “self” of his? Does he say that 
it has been pushed into the back- 
ground of his life? Does he say that 
it has far less place than it used to 
have? That it counts with him for 
far less than Christ does? No, he says 
none of these things; what does he 
say? 

What does “crucified” mean? Does 
it refer to an honorable death? Paul, 
you see, had turned in disgust from all 
his old desires, such as his ambition to 
make a name for himself or to be 
thought well of. They no longer 
existed for him; he had put them to 
death. 

But it is quite possible to think that 
you have put self to death when in 
fact it remains very much alive. In 
Paul’s case, however, the theory did 
not remain theory; it was worked out 
in daily practice. 

Turn, for example, to Philippians 
4:11. Paul is in a Roman jail—not by 


' any means kindly treated, we may be 





sure. Deprived of normal comforts 
and privileges as he is, we might sup- 
pose that he will be a little dejected. 
Not in the least! Is he complaining 
in this verse? (See the first part.) 
What does he say? 

“This is not my home,” we can 
imagine him saying to himself. “My 
home is in heaven, yet to come. I 
have no need to find comfort or satis- 
faction down here. If I suffer bad 
conditions, what does it matter? It’s 
for the Lord’s sake!” 

What does Paul say he has learned? 
Is there any state with which he would 
not be content? How many exceptions 
does the word “whatsoever” allow? 

Now apply this honestly to yourself. 
You claim to be dead to self; but can 
you truly use Paul’s words in this 
verse? Do they come from your 
heart, or only your lips? 

Another example from the life of 
Paul concerns his marriage. When 
Paul wrote I Corinthians he was not 
married, but we see no evidence of 
unhappiness about this. It was simply 
the Lord’s will for him that he might 
devote himself entirely to the preach- 
ing of the gospel. 

Look at J Corinthians 7:7, 8. Does 
Paul recommend his unmarried state 
to others? An answer to this ques- 
tion appears in each of the two verses. 
Yet many Christians allow this matter 
to spoil the completeness of their de- 
votion to the Lord. The desire has 
not been “crucified”—that is, it is al- 
lowed to remain a “living” issue, not 
completely subjected to the will of the 
Lord. 

Paul sums it all up in Philippians 
1:21. How does he describe his life in 
one word? Not “partly self and partly 
Christ”; not even “mainly Christ” o1 
“almost entirely Christ,” but... ? 

There is no room left at all for self. 
What of your life? Every little ex- 
ception you make to this complete 
consecration is a channel along which 
Satan will pour his temptations. Only 
when the crucifixion is complete can 
true triumph begin. 


+ Tue second victory principle in the 
life of Paul is his utter faith in Christ. 
Go back to Galatians 2:20 for a mo- 
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ment. We have seen how Paul de- 
scribes the “death” of self; now we 


what he calls “the life which I now live 
in the flesh.” How does he say he 
lives it? Some commentators think 
that the faith spoken of is Christ’s 
faith; but most say that the real mean- 
ing is, “I live by faith in the Son of 
God,” 
words that way. 

“I live by faith’—that is the second 
victory principle. What does it mean? 
Can you put it in other words? 


Paul might have expanded it this | 
“I believe that He is guiding | 


way: 
my life step by step, no matter how 
perplexing it may seem. I just live 
each day reckoning on that. I do not 
believe in chance or bad luck; I do not 
believe in the tyranny of circum- 
stances. Christ is the Lord of circum- 
stances. My life is in His hands, and 
I am trusting Him to make of it just 
what He wants.” 

But again, you may say that these 
are mere words. You may want 
something practical. Well, how did it 
become practical in Paul’s life? 

Look at what might have been a 
low point in the life of Paul. In Acts 
16:22-24 you will see Paul and his 
companion being treated violently and 
suffering great indignity. We might 
expect them to be embittered and 
sullen. But in verse 25 you will find 
their actual state of mind revealed. 
What were they doing? What does 
that tell you about their faith in the 
Son of God? 

Apply this to your own circum- 
stances. To you they may appear as 
a prison. Have you learned that 
through living faith in Christ you can 
sing praises in those very circum- 
stances? Sullenness and gloom are 
an insult to Christ, for they imply that 
you are criticizing the way He is gov- 
erning your life. 

It is vital that you should learn to 
say at all times, “Christ is governing 
my life today! I will rejoice in Him!” 


+ ANOTHER example is in the ship- 
wreck described in Acts 27. Every- 
one on the ship except Paul had lost 
all hope that they might be saved 
(v. 20). But what did Paul have to 
say about this? See verse 25. How is 
his faith shown? 

“T believe God,” he said. Can you? 
Does life appear to you to be a merci- 
less storm? Do you feel yourself 
near to shipwreck? Now is the time 
to cry in triumph, “I believe God!” 

There you have, then, the two sim- 
ple principles which can make your 
life, also, one of triumph. They are 
summed up in two phrases from II 
Timothy 1:12. “I have committed...”

“He is able to keep . END 
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The jailer at Philippi looked at 
two men who, outwardly, had 
lost every reason for hope, but 
who rejoiced. Victory like this 
could only be the work of God, 
and it induced a cry, ''Sirs, what 
must | do to be saved?" (Acts 
16:31). 

Men today are asking the same 
question. Moral men, desperate 
men, degraded men—all alike, 
coming to the end of themselves, 
reach out for that slender strand 
of hope which is found only in 
God. And God still answers. 

Six words in the Bible can lead 
you into the purity and power 
you long for, and fellowship with 
God. They are these: 

Acknowledge. Sin blights, de- 
grades and finally destroys: "The

Believe. Christ died for sins 
not His own, but yours: ‘The 
chastisement of our peace was 
upon him, and with his stripes we 
are healed" (Isaiah 53:5). 

Accept. Receive Christ into 
your heart: ‘But as many as re- 
ceived him, to them gave he 
power to become the sons of 


God" (John 1:12).
